Boulder Gay Men’s Health 
Summit starts today

B illed as the launch of a 
multicultural, multi-issue 
gay men’s health move¬ 
ment, the first Gay Men’s 
Health Summit will take place 
in Boulder, Colorado starting 
today (Thursday, July 29) and 
continuing through Sunday, 

August 1. The Boulder sum¬ 
mit will cover a broad range of 
sexual, mental, and spiritual 
health issues facing gay men, 
from alcoholism to anal can¬ 
cer to hepatitis C to domestic violence. 

Specific populations to be addressed in¬ 
clude gay and bisexual men of color, bears, 
circuit party aficionados, homeless gay 
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men, queer youth, and gay 
men in prison. 

The summit was born when 
the 20-year-old annual Nation¬ 
al Lesbian and Gay Health Con¬ 
ference was canceled this year 
due to the bankruptcy of the 
sponsoring organization. Sever¬ 
al gay men, led by author and 
activist Eric Rofes, who had de- 
I veloped programming for that 
£ conference, saw its cancellation 
1 as an opportunity to catalyze 
work around gay men’s health 
issues beyond HIV/AIDS. The 
summit comes at a time when a 
decline in AIDS-related deaths in the gay male 
community has allowed some breathing room 
to look at the bigger picture of gay men’s health. 
A goal of the Boulder summit is to foster the 
development of multifaceted gay men’s health 
projects that expand beyond AIDS and HIV 
disease, an issue that has consumed the lion’s 
share of time, energy, and resources devoted to 
gay men’s health over the last decade and a half. 

According to Rofes, “We felt the need to 
come together and strategize about how to 
create an activist, energized gay men’s 
health movement during an era when ac¬ 
tivism and energy seem at a low point in 
our communities.” 

The program will include both current 
hot topics related to gay men’s health - bare- 
backing, drug use at circuit parties, public 
sex - and in-depth analyses of social issues 
such as racism, the decline of queer activism, 
definitions of masculinity, tension between 
generations of gay and bi men, and the ways 
cyberspace may be changing gay identities, 
social patterns, and subcultures. 

On Thursday, pre-summit forums will 
focus on health challenges facing gay and bi 
men of color and priorities for the gay men’s

Queers to take part 
in big KPFA rally Sat.

W hat do Tom Ammiano, Kriss Wor¬ 
thington, East Bay Lesbian/Gay De¬ 
mocratic Club President Brenda 
Crawford, Berkeley schools activist 
Darryl Moore, Jeff Getty, Leslie Ewing, and 
Susan Stryker have 
in common? They 
will be leading the 
lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, transgender 
(LGBT) contingent 
at a mass march and 
rally for the Bay 
Area’s embattled 
community radio 
station, KPFA, this 
Saturday, July 31, in 
Berkeley. Organizers 
hope for a crowd of 
20 , 000 . 

KPFA staff, vol¬ 
unteers, and listener- 
supporters — are 
locked in a bitter 
dispute with KPFA’s 
parent nonprofit 
corporation, the 
Pacifica Foundation. 

The conflict came to 
a head on July 13 
when Pacifica fired 
commentator Den¬ 
nis Bernstein and 
had him forcibly re¬ 
moved from the sta¬ 
tion while the news 
department aired 
the confrontation live. Six minutes later the 
station went dead and since then has only 
played tapes of old programs. Pacifica also 
had the entire news department arrested 
and locked out all employees. 

Community reaction has been swift and 
overwhelming. There have been numerous 
demonstrations, some with as many as 2,000 


supporters, and there have been 99 arrests 
for non-violent civil disobedience. A tent 
city has sprung up outside the now boarded 
up radio station at 1929 Martin Luther King 
Jr. Way in Berkeley. Speakers at the largest 
rally on July 14 included authors Alice Walk¬ 
er and June Jordan as well as Daniel Ellsberg 
who is known for leaking former President 


Richard Nixon’s Pentagon Papers to the 
press in 1971. 

Five days later, on July 19, over 3,500 
people packed the Berkeley Community 
Theatre for an evening of politics and music 
with Joan Baez, Dar Williams, Spearhead, 
Dr. Loco’s Rockin’ Jalapeno Band, and U. 
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Laurie Lenrow and Maria Acuna dance to the salsa band Ire outside ^ 
the KPFA building at "Camp KPFA" last Sunday. A queer 
contingent will join the huge rally for the radio station this Saturday. 


Tear gas attack at 
San Diego Pride Parade

P olice are asking for the public’s help 
in finding the person or people who 
lobbed a tear gas grenade into a 
grandstand during a parade Saturday, July 
24, for San Diego’s annual gay and lesbian 
Pride weekend, injuring 17 people. 

Police Sergeant Bob Nunley said Mon¬ 
day, July 26 that investigators are hoping 
that someone might have captured the 
suspect or suspects on videotape during 
the incident Saturday afternoon. 

Seventeen people were reported in¬ 
jured by the military-issued, World War 
II era tear gas grenade, including eight 
children and a pregnant woman. Four 
people were taken to the hospital, but all 


have since been released. 

Community activists have set up a re¬ 
ward fund that’s already gathered $13,000 
for information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the assailant or assailants. 
Those who want to contribute to the re¬ 
ward fund can call (619) 692-1967. 

C. Ray Drew of the Family Pride 
Coalition, a national organization repre¬ 
senting gay and lesbian parents, said: 
“This was, quite simply, a terrorist act.... 
I understand that people want to harm us 
because we’re gay. But I don’t understand 
how anyone could deliberately hurt our 
children.” 

More than 100,000 people were on 
hand along the two-mile parade route. 
Police say there haven’t been any similar 
incidents in recent years. ▼

Bulk of Bodfish estate 
to go to city of Orinda

f% ne month after transgen- 
dered Orinda resident Mar- 
garet/Emmon Bodfish was 
found bludgeoned to death in her 
home, police in that affluent East 
Bay city say it could be weeks or 
even months before the case is 
solved. Meanwhile, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned that the bulk 
of Bodfish’s rich estate will go to 
the city of Orinda and an organi¬ 
zation set up to combat unneces¬ 
sary hysterectomies. 

Bodfish has no heirs. The day 
after her body was discovered, her 
only son, Max Wills, was found 
dead in a Santa Monica hotel 
room with his wrists and throat 
slashed. He left a suicide note but 
police aren’t disclosing its con¬ 
tents. Orinda police Sergeant 
Chris Wenzel told the B.A.R. that 
they still don’t consider Wills a 
suspect in his mother’s murder, 
nor could they eliminate him as a 
possible suspect. 

Funeral services were held for 
Bodfish on Wednesday, July 21 in 
Walnut Creek and in Northern 
California, near Mount Shasta. 
Bodfish’s close friend, Stacey 
Weinberger, told the B.A.R. that 
the service in Walnut Creek was 
attended by about 15 people and 
she was one of three who also at¬ 
tended a burial service later that 
same day for Bodfish at a Zen 
Buddhist abbey in the shadow of 
Mount Shasta. 

Friends of both Wills and Bod- 
fish are remaining firm in their 
belief that Wills didn’t kill his 
mother. Bodfish’s attorney and es¬ 
tate executor, Garrett Riegg, told 
the B.A.R. he believes the news of 
Bodfish’s death may have been 
enough to push her son to sui¬ 
cide. “They were much closer than 
most mothers and sons,” said 
Riegg. “In the past year or two 
Max was about the only person 
she saw.” 


Wills suffered from what the 
Los Angeles Coroner’s office de¬ 
scribed as a “history of extreme 
depression.” Wills had been taking 
antidepressant medication and 
Riegg said he had been seeing a 
therapist. 

Land for park or wildlife 

Almost all of Bodfish’s estate 
will go to charity. “The estate is 
worth at least a couple million, 
but maybe more than that,” said 
Riegg, who is trying to compile all 
of Bodfish’s assets, some of which 
were kept in Swiss bank accounts. 

The city of Orinda could turn 
out to be one of the biggest bene¬ 
ficiaries of Bodfish’s will. Riegg 
said her Orinda home which 
stands on seven acres of some of 
the most expensive real estate in 
the East Bay, will be turned over 
to the Trust for Public Lands, Inc., 
a California nonprofit public ben¬ 
efit corporation. Bodfish’s will di¬ 
rects the trust to transfer the 
property to Orinda for use as a 
park and recreation area or a 
wildlife sanctuary. 

Riegg says the bulk of the rest 
of Bodfish’s estate will go to HERS 
(Hysterectomy Educational Re¬ 
sources and Services), a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-based organization that 
fights unnecessary hysterec¬ 
tomies. Other beneficiaries in¬ 
clude the National Organization 
for Women and the Thoreau So¬ 
ciety. 

Riegg and others who knew 
Bodfish say they’re baffled that 
anyone would want to kill her. In¬ 
vestigators say they have no evi¬ 
dence that Bodfish was targeted 
because she was transgendered. 
Although she never had gender 
reassignment surgery and was 
legally considered a woman, Bod¬ 
fish had been living most of her 
life for at least the past 16 years as 
a man. 

Weinberger said police asked 
her if human sacrifices were prac¬ 
ticed in Druidism, an ancient 


pagan nature-based religion prac¬ 
ticed by Weinberger and Bodfish. 
“I said no, that would be barbar¬ 
ic,” said Weinberger. “I told them 
it’s not some kooky religion but 
something Emmon held close.” 

Spider was fake 

Riegg was able to solve part of 
the mystery of the tarantula that 
can be seen conspicuously behind 
the glass sliding doors on the back 
deck of Max Wills’s Marin City 
townhouse. Riegg entered the 
home last week and after getting a 
close look said it was definitely 
fake. The mystery remains of how 
it appeared there on July 8, two 
days after police searched the 
home. Wenzel told the B.A.R. that 
investigators never saw it. Wills’s 
neighbor, Pat Ross, has a clear 
view of it from her deck and also 
watered two plants next to it and 
said there’s no way she would 
have missed it if it was there be¬ 
fore. 

Riegg also went through Bod¬ 
fish’s Mill Valley home where he 
discovered a journal that is helping 
police narrow the time frame of 
when Bodfish was killed. In the last 
entry, she wrote that she was hav¬ 
ing trouble getting to sleep and 
had to take sleeping pills. It was 
dated June 25, five days before she 
was found murdered in Orinda. T

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Chicago man arrested 
for sexual battery 
of SF Drummer Boy

San Francisco man says he 

. was savagely brutalized in a 

bizarre, violent, sado¬ 
masochistic ritual in a motel 
room last Saturday, July 24 that 
left him bleeding and badly 
wounded in a San Francisco hos¬ 
pital bed. The suspect, a man 
from Chicago who reportedly is 
well-known in that city’s leather 
community, was arrested by San 
Francisco police Sunday, July 25 
and booked on sexual assault 
charges. 

Chris Dover, winner of the 
1999 San Francisco Drummer 
Boy contest, was released from St. 
Francis Medical Center Tuesday, 
July 27 after sustaining serious in¬ 
juries including nearly 150 lashes 
with a bull whip, being repeated¬ 
ly boot-kicked and beaten on the 
testicles with a mallet, and suffer¬ 
ing possible HIV infection after 
the suspect, Duncan “D.J.” 
McKenzie, allegedly ejaculated 
several times on the victim’s open, 
bleeding wounds, and also into 
his anus. 

After the alleged incident, 
Dover left the motel room and re¬ 
turned home where he called po¬ 
lice and then went to the hospital. 
McKenzie was arrested by police 
and later released. Dover said 
McKenzie has since returned to 
Chicago. 

Shortly after being released

from St. Francis Medical Center, 
Dover told the Bay Area Reporter 
about the gruesome incident that 
carried on for nearly five hours. 
Dover says he first met McKenzie 
at the 1998 Folsom Street Fair and 
did not see McKenzie again until 
last Thursday, July 22 when the 
two were reacquainted at the 
Eagle Tavern. “That night,” Dover 
said, “we went back to his motel 
room and had consensual sex. 
Everything was fine that night, 
and we agreed to get together 
again on Saturday after the [Mr. 
Northern California Drummer 
and] Drummer Boy contests at 
the Sound Factory [nightclub]. 
We agreed to SM sex, that is, safe 
SM sex.” 


After the contests Dover left 
the Sound Factory and went to 
Daddy’s bar in the Castro. Dover 
said he and McKenzie left Daddy’s 
and caught the Muni train and 
took it to the corner of Van Ness 
Avenue and Market street. They 
proceeded to walk around to the 
rear side of the Honda dealership 
that sits on the corner of Van Ness 
and Market, and toward the small 
park that lies behind the building, 
fronting South Van Ness Avenue. 

McKenzie allegedly ordered 
Dover to sit down on a park 
bench. “Everything was fine at 
that point,” Dover continued. “I 
sat down, he tied my hands be¬ 
hind my back, hooded me, then 
led me to the Eagle.” 

At the Eagle, Dover said 
McKenzie ordered two beers, un¬ 
tied one of Dover’s hands so that 
he could hold the drink, then they 
talked, drank their beers, and pro¬ 
ceeded to walk to McKenzie’s Best 
Western motel room on 9th Street 
near Harrison. 

In the motel room Dover said 
McKenzie tied him up spread 
eagle across the bed, each limb 
tied to the corner of the bed 
frame. Then four other unidenti¬ 
fied men entered the room. Dover 
asked McKenzie what the “code 
word” would be, meaning the 
words that SM participants use 
with one another to indicate 
when the passive member has had 
enough. “McKenzie said ‘there’s

Attack on TG trio seen as gay bashing

L ast week a transgender 
group of three were walking 
home in San Francisco’s 
Mission District when suddenly 
they heard an anti-gay epithet fol¬ 
lowed by a bashing on the head 
with a bottle that injured one of 
the victims, leading to emergency 
room care where he received 11 
stitches. 

Alexandra Cruz, 23 and Saul 
Contreas, 29, were walking to¬ 
gether with another transgen- 
dered friend, whose name is being 
withheld, after a night of drinks 
and socializing at their neighbor¬ 
hood bar. The incident occurred 
around 1:45 a.m. Thursday, July 
22, near El Tin Tan bar on 16th 
Street and Rondel Alley between 
Mission and Valencia streets. The 
three heard the anti-gay epithet 
being shouted at them in Spanish 
by a group of three men. Police 
stated that one of the suspects 
yelled at Cruz and Contreas in 
Spanish telling them to “go back 
to where you came from.” 

The shouting was followed by 
a bashing with a bottle across 
Contreas’s head that lacerated the 
victim’s face and cut across the left 
temple and ear. The suspects fled 
the area and ran toward Mission 
Street. Cruz and Contreas then 
called the police and a report was 
made and the violent crimes divi¬ 
sion of the San Francisco Police 
Department was notified in 
preparation for further investiga¬ 
tion. Contreas was then treated at 
St. Luke’s Hospital and released 
after doctors inserted 11 stitches 


across his temple and left ear. 

Cruz said that she has lived in 
San Francisco for more than 11 
years and has never experienced 
such violent harassment. “A cou¬ 
ple of weeks ago,” Cruz stated, 
“this happened to a friend of 
mine inside a club. I’m scared it’s 
going to happen to me next.” Only 
one suspect description was pro¬ 
vided by Cruz and Contreas and 
apparently he is an Hispanic adult 
male between 20 and 22 years old, 
5 feet 4 inches tall, 145 pounds, 
with short black hair, a goatee, 
wearing a white tank top, black 
jeans, with tattoos across his chest 
and stomach. 


The San Francisco attack hap¬ 
pened the same week that a trans- 
gendered trio in West Hollywood 
were attacked on July 18. In that 
incident, one of the victims was 
allegedly hit 13 times with a base¬ 
ball bat. Three suspects were ar¬ 
rested by police. There was also a 
second attack along Santa Moni¬ 
ca Boulevard in the largely gay 
West Hollywood neighborhood 
on July 23, where two transgen- 
dered women were reported being 
assaulted with knives and bricks. 
In that incident the two victims 
suffered deep flesh wounds, but 
suspects were taken into police 
custody. V

Party to help retire campaign debt 
of gay Berkeley councilmember Monday

p veryone is invited to ^ pic¬ 
nic benefit to retire the 
I s ' $18,000 campaign debt of 
openly gay Berkeley City Coun¬ 
cilmember Kriss Worthington this 
Monday, August 2 in Berkeley. 

During the last weeks of his re- 
election bid last year, Worthing¬ 
ton drew on his personal savings 
to respond to an opponent’s last 
minute hit pieces. Worthington 
was re-elected by a two to one 
margin last November. 

Considering he only grosses 
$20,000 annually as a full time 
councilmember, the debt is quite 
large. 

During the campaign Wor¬ 
thington was the object of a fish¬ 
ing expedition by his political 
nemesis, Mayor Shirley Dean. She 
and her husband posed as Wor¬ 
thington’s aunt and uncle to gain 
access to his files at Wilmington, a 
small Ohio Quaker college. The 
only salacious information they 
unearthed was that Worthington

ran for homecoming queen to 
protest the event’s sexism. In his 
introduction to election dirty 
tricks, Worthington won the elec¬ 
tion for queen but was denied the 
crown. For the first time in his 
college’s history it was decided 
there would be a run-off election 
between the top two vote-getters. 


Worthington lost the run-off. 
News of Dean’s prying the home¬ 
coming queen story was widely 
reported and probably worked to 
Worthington’s advantage in 
Berkeley. 

Worthington’s accomplish¬ 
ments on the council include 
restoring $1 million in annual 
funding for Berkeley’s Housing 
Trust Fund, which includes subsi¬ 
dies for low income people with 
AIDS.

MCC's 'Simply Supper' needs volunteers

etropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco’s 

'■ * (MCCSF) “Simply Sup¬ 
per” food program that provides 
meals to the homeless three days 
a week is in urgent need of volun¬ 
teers and is hoping people from 
the community will come forward 
and offer their time. 

The popular program started 
about two years ago and initially 
provided meals to homeless resi¬ 
dents in the Castro neighborhood 
one day a week; since then it has 
grown to three days a week, said 
Carrie Sullivan, director of Simply 
Supper. 

“We need help particularly on 
Wednesdays, when MCCSF pre¬ 
pares hot meals,” Sullivan told the 
Bay Area Reporter. She added that 
they need the most help between 
1:45 and 3:45 p.m. when the hot 
meals are prepared, then again 
when meals are served between 
3:45 and 5:30 p.m. “We serve an 
average of about 90 people a 
week,” Sullivan added. 

On the third Wednesday each 
month, meals are prepared and 
served by members of the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Democratic Club, so 
the church offers the program the 


other Wednesdays, Sullivan ex¬ 
plained. 

Additionally, on Tuesdays, 
Simply Supper volunteers put to¬ 
gether bag lunches and take them 
to a nearby needle exchange site 
that’s operated by the HIV Pre¬ 
vention Project program, and 
MCCSF could use people to help 
on those days. 

On Fridays, hot meals are 
served at the church and much of 
the help comes from folks affiliat¬ 
ed with A Different Light Book¬ 
store, though Sullivan said they 
could probably use more volun¬ 
teers. Tommi Avicolli Mecca, at A 
Different Light, said more volun¬ 
teers on Friday are welcome. 

Sullivan attributed the urgent 
need for volunteers in part to this 
being summer when many people 
take vacations. She added, howev¬ 
er, that some volunteers have left

Reid says he plans to mobilize 
citizen anger at Brown’s failure to 
keep his campaign promises, es¬ 
pecially regarding homelessness 
and the mayor’s failed effort to 
build affordable housing. He also 
focuses his campaign on the con¬ 
tinuing need to fix Muni. 

“We need to again lead the na¬ 
tion by developing and imple¬ 
menting solutions to homelessness

that can be copied by the federal 
government, as they did in the 
1980s with our HIV/AIDS care 
and treatment model,” Reid added.

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Changes we’d like to see 


III e received an interesting letter from 
the communications director of 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion (SFAF) last week regarding the chang¬ 
ing of the guard, so to speak, in our news 
department. After congratulating the new 
news editor, Gustavo Suarez went on to 
write, “I look forward to working with you 
and to seeing what effect a new editorial 
hand will have at the B.A.R. n 

That gave us pause, but only for an in¬ 
stant. Because it’s not the B.A.R.’s editorial 
department that needs to change, it’s SFAF. 
The fundamental difference of opinion be¬ 
tween this newspaper and the AIDS foun¬ 
dation has resulted in many an editorial 
over the years about many things that need 
fixing at the foundation. We report on SFAF 
salary hikes year after year after year and 
nothing changes. We report on the high 
overhead costs of the California AIDS Ride 
year after year and nothing changes. We re¬ 
port on program cuts, labor troubles, red 
tape, and other signs of a bloated bureau¬ 
cracy and nothing changes. 

For there to be any change at the B.A.R. 
in terms of editorial positions regarding 
SFAF, the foundation needs to admit - to 
whatever degree it can - that things need to 
start changing. 

And then it needs to do it. 

We’d like to take this opportunity to tell 
the foundation that in the future, we hope 
there will be some positive changes at SFAF 
that we can report on. In an effort to be 
helpful, we’d like to offer the following sug¬ 
gestions for immediate action. 

1. Salary caps. Not for the line staff, but 
for management, from the executive direc¬ 
tor on down. The double-digit percentage 
salary increases every year must stop. That 
money is desperately needed for other 
things, like actually serving unduplicated 
clients in substantial ways. 

2. Restore Vida y Movimiento, the foun¬ 
dation’s program for Latinos living with 
HIV/AIDS. Statistics from the San Francis¬ 
co Department of Public Health’s quarterly 
AIDS surveillance reports for this year show 
that AIDS cases are increasing among Lati¬ 
nos, unlike every other minority group. 
There have been 35 reported cases so far this 


year among Latinos, compared with 34 re¬ 
ported cases for African Americans, 10 for 
Asian Pacific Islanders, and two for Native 
Americans. 

3. Beef up the housing program. 
Housing is the most serious 
problem for many living with , 
HIV/AIDS, both accessing subsi¬ 
dies and actually finding a place 
that will accept them, as well as 
other housing programs. SFAF should 
take a much more active role in fighting 
for affordable housing in San 
Francisco. Housing is the 
biggest unmet need for so 
many reasons, increased owner 
move-in evictions and the tight rental mar¬ 
ket are just two. Why isn’t SFAF meeting 
with the mayor, and members of the Board 
of Supervisors regularly to force some action 
on this issue. (If they are, we haven’t heard 
about it.) They should demand that single 


resident occupancy (SRO) hotels be rou¬ 
tinely inspected and violations repaired in a 
timely manner in an effort to make the 
housing we have safer for clients so that 
they’ll stay housed and be able to ad¬ 
here to difficult treatment regimens. 

SFAF can do these things. Finan¬ 
cial reserves at the foundation are in 
the millions of dollars. Some of that 
money can and should be spent now 
for programs and clients. Then of 
course, there’s the savings that will 
be realized when executive 
salaries are stabilized. 

As an aside, the B.A.R. has 
had a standing invitation for 
SFAF’s executive director to write a guest 
opinion piece for the paper. That offer was 
originally made in June 1997 - over two 
years ago - and to date, the executive direc¬ 
tor has not taken us up on it. We’d like to 
see that change too. ▼ 




‘OutRight’ is wrong on ENDA

I want to thank the Bay Area Reporter for 
carrying the “OutRight” column by Dale 
Carpenter. Its addition brings a valuable 
viewpoint to the newspaper. 

In 1971, my friends and I were mostly 
leftists and we reveled in outrageous antics 
as we helped kick start the Gay Liberation 
movement to life. 

Obviously the outrageousness which was 
called for, and effectively used 30 years ago is 
not only now outdated, but can be counter¬ 
productive. The recent Monica-gate incident 
and the resulting impeachment proceedings 
have shown us that the American people 
tend to shun extremists from either side. 

As the gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender 
(GLBT) community is drawn from the pop¬ 
ulation as a whole, it only stands to reason 
that GLBT folks are pretty much middle of 
the road, too. “OutRight” provides a much 
needed viewpoint to those of us who might 
be unwittingly dragging along outdated 
ideas which keep us from connecting to gay 
middle America. 

That said, I would like to take exception to 
the July 1 column, tided “NGLTF dreams on.” 

Carpenter takes the NGLTF to task for 
refusing to support a national ENDA (Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination Act) bill that 
fails to include the transgendered; the “T” 
in GLBT. 

I would ask Mr. Carpenter how am I to 
tell the transgendered people who have 
been struggling at my side, in this battle for 
equality since 1971, that they are no longer 
wanted? Does he really expect me to tell 
them something along the lines of “I know 
that we have been working together for 
three decades for equality, but now that we 


are so close, I’m dumping you so I can get 
there a little bit quicker”? I don’t think so. 

Our community has been seeking re¬ 
spectability for years. Transgendered folks 
have been fighting in the trenches, alongside 
us gay men, lesbians, and bisexual people 
since the battle was joined. They helped 
build the foundation of this movement as 
much as anyone. 

We should keep in mind that our 
movement did not reach out and 
grab the bisexual and transgendered 
communities in order to swell our 
numbers. Our description of our¬ 
selves as the GLBT community was 
adopted to more clearly 
show the reality of the 
makeup of those groups 
of us who banded togeth¬ 
er to fight a common 
enemy, and have been fighting that enemy. 

It is morally wrong and politically un¬ 
wise to abandon one’s allies in the middle 
of a war. And that, in a nutshell, is what Mr. 
Carpenter is suggesting. 

I have news for him. Our enemies are 
not as discriminating as he might think. 
The bigots don’t see any difference between 
a James Hormel and the most inept cross 
dresser. To the bigot, both are equally queer. 
And if we can educate others to accept the 
concept of the fairness of equality for gays 
and lesbians, we can educate them to the 
fact that the same fairness applies to the 
transgendered and bisexed. 

If we were to follow Mr. Carpenter’s line 
of reasoning, where would we stop? Who 
would we get rid of next? Are fern men and 
butch women to be the next group 
chopped? Lesbians are not only more polit¬ 
ically active in our community, they are less 
threatening to the male ego. So should our 


sisters dump not only the “T”, but also the 
“G” by getting rid of us, the less acceptable 
male segment of our community? 

Our strength is in standing united. Let 
us not do our enemy’s work for him by en¬ 
couraging division amongst ourselves. 

Before I close, let me state that in the col¬ 
umn cited above I was chilled to see the 
question “What about protection for over¬ 
weight people, or ugly people, or short peo¬ 
ple?” I have run into this question many 
__ times before, but in the past it has 
always been used as an argument 
by straight bigots railing against 
“special rights”, the name they 
have given to equality for 
any of the GLBT com¬ 
munity. For us to parrot 
this tired phrase against 
members of our own 
community is sickening. 

Many, many years ago, as a small child, I 
picked up and read the book Animal Farm 
under the mistaken impression it was a chil¬ 
dren’s book. I can’t help but think of a line 
from that book: 

“All animals are created equal. Some are 
created more equal than others.” Some of us 
would gladly fall into the trap of putting 
ourselves into the “more equal” category if 
we could. 

No, Mr. Carpenter. We have little to gain, 
and everything to lose by giving into the 
temptation of setting up artificial bound¬ 
aries of good queers versus bad queers. 

If the idea of human rights for our trans¬ 
gendered brothers and sisters is causing 
protective legislation to stall, the solution 
isn’t to disown part of our community. 
Rather it is to redouble our educational ef¬ 
forts so that straight America can see that it 
is all the same battle. ▼ 
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No more creams or jells at the gym, please

An open letter to the SF gay community 

As a medical doctor I am rather concerned about 
the widespread popularity of fisting in the San Fran¬ 
cisco leather community. On my visits here from Ger¬ 
many I have been upset by the fact that many men 
seem to think this is a form of safe sex. 

Quite to the contrary, it is one of the most unsafe 
of all practices. Many men have had severe, sometimes 
permanent, and even on occasion ultimately fatal re¬ 
sults from fisting. The intestinal tract is readily vul¬ 
nerable to rips and tears and while able to accommo¬ 
date the smooth and elongated penis, is not at all pre¬ 
pared to accept large objects such as human fists with 
bony protuberances, or with the slip of a finger, fin¬ 
gernails (which can tear through even when one might 
use gloves). Once the intestine is ripped, the bacteria 
that travel through it leak out to infect neighboring 
organs, and this can in turn spread through the body. 
What is more problematic, since the intestine is an in¬ 
ternal organ, it is rather difficult for it to heal from a 
tear since, unlike one’s skin, it is not open to light and 
air; and bacteria and waste materials pass continually 
through it while it is attempting to heal. 

It is absolutely ludicrous that this is being passed 


off as a form of safe sex, and it is noteworthy that it 
seems to have emanated in recent years primarily 
from methamphetamine and ecstasy users who are 
neither in their right conscious minds, nor have the 
nervous system sensitivity to be able to realistically 
assess the physical threat involved, nor seem to exer¬ 
cise much true consideration for others in their sex¬ 
ual practices as a rule. 

Before allowing anyone to stick something as large 
and knotty as a human fist inside your body, you 
should at least consult your physician on the advis¬ 
ability of such a practice, and if you yourself do this 
to someone, you should be aware that results have 
been fatal (in the case of serious and rapidly spread¬ 
ing infection) and can otherwise lead to long-term 
health problems for the recipient for which you 
would be responsible.

Outing the funding for Health Watch ad 

Jim Ellingsen has had letters printed twice in re¬ 
cent B.A.R. s (June 24,1999 and July 8,1999), the last 
three paragraphs of which were identical, saying, in 
part: 1. “Why is ‘Health Watch pursuing this ballot 
initiative ... when there isn’t unified support for re¬ 
opening the baths among [gays]” 2. “I don’t know 
anyone who supports this ...” 3. “Who is funding 
‘Health Watch’”? 

Point 1 suggests an interesting criterion for polit¬ 
ical activism: don’t try anything unless everyone al¬ 
ready supports it - a novel notion, to be sure, but a 
bit constipating for the body politic. 

Point 2 suggests Mr. Ellingsen has a very narrow 
group that he talks to outside himself. In fact, about 
4,000 have signed the petition so far with many out¬ 
side the small group initially working on the initia¬ 
tive asking for petitions and recruiting signatures at 
bars, workplaces, etc. Jim, you too can join us. Come 
visit me at the corner of 18th and Castro some week¬ 
end afternoon. 

Point 3 tied to the suggestion that the Health 
Watch ad in the B.A.R. was paid for by “people who 
want to make ‘big bucks’ opening bathhouses,” is cyn¬ 


icism raised to viciousness. This ad was researched 
and written by two men with training and experience 
in health issues, David Attyah and Steve Filandrinos, 
who spoke at the HIV Prevention Planning Council 
meeting at Mission High School on June 3.1 paid for 
this ad to promote discussion among gay men of is¬ 
sues around our sexual behavior and our use of bath¬ 
houses and sex clubs and of other places and venues 
for erotic interaction. I have no financial interest in 
any current or potential future bathhouse/club; I am 
a professor of political economy and queer theory 
and this activism both fuels and is fueled by this per¬ 
sonal professing. 

All of us working on the bathhouse initiative share 
a commitment to making the queer mecca that is SF 
even gayer, sexier, and safer. Some of us are exhibi¬ 
tionists and love playing in front of an audience, 
which is the only way one can have sex at SF’s current 
sex clubs. But this excludes many who do not have ac¬ 
cess to a private space for gay sex, or who want to 
meet men in a club for sex but for whom the privacy 
of a locked door is essential. These men are current¬ 
ly shunted to backrooms where alcohol blurs their 
minds sufficiently to get off with someone in the pri¬ 
vacy and dirt afforded by darkness and where safer 
sex is, indeed, “a bad joke.” 

Mr. Ellingsen, please be clear: the claim that pub¬ 
lic health concerns override our right to sexual priva¬ 
cy is dangerously wrong. The current Department of 
Public Health prohibition on bathhouses for gay men 
actually encourages the spread of sexually transmitted 
diseases by giving these men who require privacy no 
alternatives for safer sex. 

The DPH’s fiat banning private spaces also im¬ 
poverishes even us exhibitionists because it greatly re¬ 
stricts the market for sex clubs/bathhouses and so de¬ 
prives us of the vastly expanded facilities which exist 
elsewhere: multiple hot tubs, cafe/cabaret, perfor¬ 
mance art, dance floor, regular non-porno videos in 
the reading area, etc. These are only possible if the 
market is large enough to make it profitable for own¬ 
ers to invest in providing them and this is only possi¬ 
ble if the market for sex clubs is expanded by permit¬ 
ting privacy for those for whom it is essential. 

Like you, Mr. Ellingsen, I also savored the baths of 
the 1970s. Let yourself imagine bathhouses different 
from those of the 1970s where, indeed, safer sex was 
ridiculous. Wake up, you Nervous Nellies, and smell 
the queer possibilities ahead for us!

Time for a new way of thinking 

I was saddened to see so many faces of young men 
in the obits section of your paper (July 15,1999) that 
have recently died from AIDS. 

It should not be a surprise to see this happening 
especially since the advent and heavy prescribing of 
these highly toxic HIV/AIDS drugs and the “hit early, 
hit hard” strategy that scientists, doctors, and the 
media has waged against this virus. 

If you or your readers do not think these drugs are 
toxic and think they are not responsible for the current 
wave of “HIV infections,” immune suppression, and 
dramatic increase in deaths, think again. All one needs 
to do is to come to the Castro and look into the faces 
of guys who are on these medications. You can see how 
deformed their faces have become, how skinny their 
legs have gotten with the loss of their rear ends, how 
many are starting to walk with canes and even a cou¬ 
ple that are now using portable oxygen tanks. 

The same deformities and illnesses happened 
when AZT was highly prescribed. But yet we contin¬ 
ue to blame a virus that we can’t even locate or detect 
with a simple blood test. (HIV tests do not count 
since they actually test for antibodies and viral load 
tests state that they are not to be used as an indicator 
for HIV.) 

But yet we remain complacent waiting for the “sci¬ 
entific community” to guide us, tell us how we should 
live as gay men, what is right for our health and if we 
do it differently we are wrong and immoral, sick and 
twisted. We even get that from our own brothers and 
sisters within our community. 

Some day I hope that we will wake up out of this 
dream state most of us are in and start taking charge 
of our lives. We need to ask questions and demand 
answers and we need to do it quickly before the obits 
get any worse. We have already followed the scientif¬ 
ic community’s advice for almost 20 years and our 
beloved people are still dying. 

I think it is time for a new way of thinking and to 
look seriously at the possibility that we have been 
misled. Especially when the scientific community, 
AIDS service organizations, community newspapers, 
pharmaceutical companies, etc. continue to make big 
profits off the selling of our lives in exchange for these 
toxic chemicals.

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San Francisco mayoral 
race gets interesting

H s the August 6 filing dead¬ 
line approaches, the interest 
in November’s mayoral race 
heightened last week when Board 
of Supervisors President Tom 
Ammiano picked up declaration 
of candidacy papers. “When and 
if I actually file them, I don’t know 
yet,” Ammiano told reporters as 
he seems content to continue to 
play his “wait-and-see” game with 
San Francisco voters. Or, as Am¬ 
miano told the Advocate in the 
“Our Best and Brightest Activists” 
piece in the current issue, “only 
his hairdresser knows for sure.” 
Put that answer together with his 
“walk a mile in my pumps” re¬ 
mark made to Supervisor Alicia 
Becerril in March during the 
flap over the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence, 
and it makes one wonder 
if the popular supervisor 
isn’t already more inter¬ 
ested in doing stand- 
up comedy than 
being serious about 
seeking higher 
political office. 

At any rate, 

Ammiano has 
at least taken out papers, making a 
mayoral candidacy a possibility 
despite the fact he has continu¬ 
ously told me he wasn’t a candi¬ 
date. Is Tom serious? I have to 
think he is, but who knows? He 
has uiltil Friday, August 6 to de¬ 
cide. 

About the other possible can¬ 
didates for mayor: I am told by 
one close to former Mayor Frank 
Jordan that he will wait until the 
last day to file, but will become a 
candidate. Some City Hall ob¬ 
servers continue to insist that Su¬ 
pervisor Leland Yee will also be¬ 
come a candidate, perhaps as 
early as this week. Add to this the 
fact that someone close to former 
Supervisor Angela Alioto insists 
that if all of the above mentioned 
indeed do join the race with the 
already-announced Clint Reilly 
and other lesser known candi¬ 
dates, then Alioto will jump in on 
the last day, becoming the only 
well-known woman in the race, 
giving her what many believe will 
be a distinct advantage to at least 
advance to a December runoff 
against incumbent Mayor Willie 
Brown, Jordan, or Ammiano. 

Alioto, however, told me last 
Sunday that she is leaving for an 


Italian vacation this week and 
“does not plan” to return until 
well past the August 6 filing date. 
Despite this, at least one person 
close to Alioto insists that she is 
leaving the final option open and 
could actually become a last 
minute entry. Despite her leaving 
town this week for her Italian 
home, could Alioto upset the po¬ 
litical applecart by making a dra¬ 
matic entry into the mayoral free- 
for-all? It isn’t likely, but perhaps 
we should ask her hairdresser. The 
race could get very interesting 
soon folks. 

Politics and people 

One of the most disturbing 
calls left on my voicemail this past 
week was from some jerk who 
spent nearly three minutes ranti¬ 
ng about what a “rich, 
spoiled, left wing, pret¬ 
ty boy brat” John F. 
Kennedy, Jr. was. I 
probably shouldn’t 
respond, but what 
the heck. True, JFK 
Jr. was a child icon, due 
to his father and moth¬ 
er, and while 
not the “great” 
young man 
that many of 
television’s “talking heads” made 
him out to be, he was, according 
to all who knew him, a decent, 
kind, polite, loving, and giving 
man with an unusually handsome 
face and a famous family name;

As the forces of Reform Party 
founder Ross Perot and Min¬ 
nesota’s publicity-loving wrestler- 
turned-governor Jesse Ventura 
battled this past weekend for con¬ 
trol of the newly-respected Reform 
Party, they learned that because of 
the votes their party received in the 
1996 presidential election, the Re¬ 


formers will be entitled to $2 mil¬ 
lion to run their nominating con¬ 
vention next year (where Perot, 
itching to run again, will likely be a 
candidate against one put up by 
Ventura) as well as another $12.5 
million for their eventual nominee 
to run a campaign against the two 
major parties. 

Meanwhile, the GOP front¬ 
runner for the presidential nomi¬ 
nation, Texas Governor George 
W. Bush, has started to feel the 
sting of fellow Republicans, espe¬ 
cially right winger Gary Bauer, 
who paints Bush as being nothing 
more than “a clone of Al Gore,” 
Steve Forbes, who claims that 
Bush and GOP operatives are “dri¬ 
ving real Republicans” like New 
Hampshire Senator Bob Smith 
(who left the GOP a few weeks 
ago) out of the party, and 
Buchanan, who is still waiting to 
see “if Bush can take a punch” 
when he finally gets headed to the 
GOP primaries. Then there’s the 
current supermarket tabloid with 
the scandalous story of when 
Bush, while a student at Yale in the 
late 1960s, was president of the 
fraternity Delta Epsilon Kappa 
when the fiat’s practice of barbar- 
ically branding its new members 
on their backsides with a red-hot 
metal rod was part of a hazing rit¬ 
ual; the hazing scandal actually 
broke in the campus newspaper 
and led to the fraternity being 
fined and the branding fun - oops 
practice - being halted. Add to this 
the rumor that there is supposed 
to be a photo floating around of 
the Bush dancing on a bar disclos¬ 
ing the Bush tush and by GOP 
convention time Bush could be 
spending a lot of time explaining 
these “harmless pranks.” 

Ohio Democrats, intent on 
finding a candidate next year who 
can oust conservative GOP Sena¬ 
tor Mike DeWine, are said to be 
seriously urging talk show host 
Jerry Springer (once a council¬ 
man and mayor of Cincinnati) to 
consider the race. 

In D.C. there are actually some 
Democrats pushing Gore to add 
the name of U.S. Health and 
Human Services Secretary Donna 
Shalala to the list of possible veep 
choices. Say it isn’t so, Al. 

Finally, a belated “well done” 
to the 27,000 people who raised 
more than $3 million at the July 
18 AIDS Walk San Francisco, ben¬ 
efiting some 38 AIDS organiza¬ 
tions.

The moral side 
of gay equality

■ offer you a choice between two 
hypothetical worlds. Neither 
of them has ever existed or is 
likely to exist as far as I can see 
into the future. But thinking 
about them as alternatives sheds 
some light on this enterprise 
called the gay civil rights move¬ 
ment. 

In the first hypothetical world, 
imagine that we have eliminat¬ 
ed every last bit of legal dis¬ 
crimination against gays. 

We have ended the ban 
on gays in the military, 
eradicated anti-gay 
sodomy laws, and passed laws 
protecting us from dis¬ 
crimination. Every 
state has tough hate 
crimes legislation. 

We can legally marry 
and adopt children in every juris¬ 
diction. We have, in short, secured 
the entire legislative wish list of 
most of the movement. 

There’s only one problem. In 
this first world, we still face wide¬ 
spread moral condemnation and, 
hence, social disapproval for 
being gay. Most gay kids still grow 
up in families where homosexual¬ 
ity is considered shameful. That 
shame still translates into unusu¬ 
ally high suicide rates for gay 
youth. Most religions still teach 
homosexuality is an abomination 
and that gays are going to hell. 
Walking down the street holding 
your lover’s hand is still guaran¬ 
teed to get you nasty stares, maybe 
ugly insults, possibly physical as¬ 
sault. The law welcomes us, sure, 
but our families, neighbors, and 
associates don’t. The reigning 
moral view is that we’re deeply 
wrong. 

In the second hypothetical 
world, imagine that we have 
erased the moral distinction be¬ 
tween homosexuality and hetero¬ 
sexuality. Families .think nothing 
of having a gay kid. They celebrate 
our relationships as they would 
any straight child’s. Friends regard 
sexual orientation as unimpor¬ 
tant. Most major religions wel¬ 
come us as God’s children and 
teach that our love is not a sin any 
more than heterosexual love is. 


Few look twice when we walk 
hand-in-hand down the street. 

Yet the second world is not 
perfect, either. It retains legal dis¬ 
crimination. Some states have 
anti-gay sodomy laws. We have no 
protection from discrimination. 
There are almost no state hate 
crimes laws. We can’t serve open¬ 
ly in the military and can’t marry 
or adopt children. The reigning 
legal view is that we’re second- 
class citizens. 

Which would you choose 
- the world of pure legal 
equality or the one of 
full moral and social ac¬ 
ceptance? 

Gay civil rights organi¬ 
zations at all levels are almost 
entirely focused on 
achieving legal 
equality. That’s un¬ 
derstandable. After 
all, organizations rely 
on verifiable achievements to raise 
money. Either this good piece of 
legislation passes or it does not; 
either that anti-gay bill is blocked 
or it is not. We know where we 
stand with laws. We can look 
them up in books. 

It’s a lot harder to measure 
how we’re faring in the hearts of 
the people around us. The victo¬ 
ries and defeats there don’t tend 
to be up or down, black or white. 
They oblige us to examine how we 
are doing on the moral plane - 
the plane on which people actual¬ 
ly live and make judgments about 
others. 

Are we or are we not fully part 
of the society around us? Are we 
or are we not really wanted and 
welcomed there? These questions 
are a lot harder to answer than: 
Did the civil rights bill make it out 
of the subcommittee on judicial 
affairs yesterday? 

Partly for that reason, ultimate 
success in the moral dimension 
also matters more. If we were 
equally accepted in the lives of the 
straight people around us we 
wouldn’t need a law to protect us 
from discrimination in employ¬ 
ment or housing or education. We 
wouldn’t need a hate crimes law 
because criminals wouldn’t target 
us for being gay. The sodomy law 
might remain on the books, but 
no one would ever think to en¬ 


force it, much less use it as a pub¬ 
lic argument against us. Marriage 
discrimination at the legal level 
might remain, but our relation¬ 
ships would be as celebrated and 
supported as any straight mar¬ 
riage. 

On the other hand, does any¬ 
one really think we’ll feel that 
much more secure in a world 
soaked in anti-gay hatred just be¬ 
cause some legislature passes a 
hate crimes law? Will our co¬ 
workers respect our worth as 
equals just because Congress 
passes a non-discrimination bill? 
Will anyone respect a marriage 
they see as founded on abom¬ 
inable sin? Legal victories can 
seem significant on paper but be 
almost worthless in practice. 

Further, a world characterized 
by social and moral equality leads 
more directly and naturally to 
legal equality than the reverse. You 
can imagine that a world devoid 
of sodomy laws would neverthe¬ 
less retain a lot of bigots. It’s hard¬ 
er to see how a world largely free 
of bigots could retain sodomy 
laws. 

It’s not that legal equality is 
unimportant. It is terribly impor¬ 
tant. For one thing, it grants some 
security against a still-hostile 
world. It can also help to fuel so¬ 
cial acceptance. But legal equality 
by itself will never substitute for 
the equality we must win in the 
hearts of the people we live be¬ 
side. 

In June 1963, at the height of 
tension over black civil rights, 
President Kennedy said that the 
country must begin to see racial 
equality as a moral issue. If gay 
men and women are to be fully a 
part of the life of this country our 
struggle, too, must be seen fore¬ 
most as a moral one. ▼

Utah Phillips. The event netted 
$70,000 that will be used to buy 
advertisements in the New York 
Times and Washington Post ex¬ 
plaining the local KPFA side of 
the dispute. “The Pacifica Foun¬ 
dation is nothing but a small un¬ 
elected, unaccountable group 
which has usurped power and has 
no public support from anyone,” 
emphatically stated openly gay 
KPFA volunteer Mike Alcalay, 
who until recently was a member 
of the 11-person steering com¬ 
mittee composed of staff, volun¬ 
teers, and community members. 

Support has also come from 
state lawmakers. Sixteen legisla¬ 
tors, including state Senate Presi¬ 
dent pro Tern John Burton and 
Assembly Speaker Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa have signed a statement 
by Berkeley Assemblywoman 
Dion Aroner calling for an audit 
of the Pacifica Foundation. The 
audit will call for an investigation 
of how funds are spent. Aroner, a 
KPFA donor and supporter her¬ 
self, said she did not pledge funds 
to hire private security guards to 
harass KPFA staff, as has been the 
case since things erupted earlier 
this month. Since Pacifica is a Cal¬ 
ifornia nonprofit corporation, 
possible violations of its original 
charter will be investigated. 

Members of local advisory 
boards for the stations in Berke¬ 
ley, New York, Washington D.C., 
and Los Angeles have filed a law¬ 
suit along similar grounds. They 
state that the Pacifica Foundation 
board violated its charter when it 
went to a self-appointed, self-per¬ 
petuating board that did away 
with elected local representatives 
from the five stations. The suit 
states that the local advisory 
boards did not vote to approve 
their diminished power, which is 
a clear violation of the original 
charter. 

KPFA’s inclusive history 

What does all this have to do 
with the LGBT community? Plen¬ 
ty says openly gay shop steward, 
Philip Maldarie. “In the early 
1960s Elsa Knight Thompson first 
interviewed with out of the closet 
homosexuals,” Maldarie said. 
“Openly gay people have been on 
the paid staff since the late 1960s. 
‘Fruit Punch,’ founded in the 
spring of 1973, was for 22 years 
possibly the longest running gay 
radio show in the country. In the 
mid-1970s, ‘Lesbian Express’ and 
‘Lesbian Air’ were recurring pro¬ 
grams. KPFA began coverage of 
the San Francisco gay Pride Pa¬ 
rade and was the first and only 
radio station to give complete live 
coverage to the parade and grand¬ 
stand speakers.” 

Maldarie was part of this cov¬ 
erage. He has been co-host of the 
popular “Morning Show” for 12 
years and before that volunteered 
for “Fruit Punch” and other shows 
for 14 years. 

Maldarie also pointed out that 
lesbians earned positions of 
power at KPFA. Ginny Z. Berson, 
founder of Olivia Records, was 
program director in the 1980s and 
1990s. Andrea Kissackjust recent¬ 
ly resigned as program director 
due to her frustration with the 
Pacifica Foundation after 15 years 
of service. “A large percentage of 
the KPFA staff and volunteers are 
gay or lesbian, probably more 
than at any other station, yet Paci¬ 
fica Executive Director Lynn 
Chadwick calls the staff and vol¬ 
unteers homophobic. I find it in¬ 
credibly ironic that Pacifica board 
chair Mary Frances Berry has 
called for creation of lesbian/gay 
programming. That shows how 
little she knows of KPFA’s history. 


There has been no specifically gay 
program since 1995 when staff 
decided that lesbian/gay programs 
should not be ghettoized, but in¬ 
tegrated into all areas,” Maldarie 
said. 

Leslie Ewing, former president 
of the AIDS Emergency Fund, re¬ 
sponded to the lock out. “Silenc¬ 
ing one voice is like silencing all of 
our voices.” 

“Silence equals death,” echoed 
San Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano. “Just as AIDS has dec¬ 
imated our community, the un¬ 
elected, unaccountable Pacifica 
Foundation wants to gut and dec¬ 
imate free speech at KPFA. The 
in-station arrests of Dennis Bern¬ 
stein and the entire news depart¬ 
ment quickly replaced with 
canned programming reminds 
me of Russian state radio playing 
classical music when Gorbachov 
was deposed. KPFA is like our 
community - a collection of 
unique, diverse, eclectic, and icon¬ 
oclastic voices. Like our commu¬ 
nity, KPFA must be defended 
against corporate downsizers who 
would merely have us be consum¬ 
ing units while denying us free 
speech and equal benefits. Pacifica 
Executive Director Lynn Chad¬ 
wick missed her calling as a dom- 
inatrix with her discipline, gag or¬ 
ders, obedience training and po¬ 
lice/prison scenes. I am happy to 
join Alice Walker, June Jordan, 
Daniel Ellsberg, Joan Baez, 
Lawrence Ferlinghetti, and thou¬ 
sands who will demonstrate their 
outrage at this undemocratic hos¬ 
tile takeover on July 31.” 

Local African American les¬ 
bian leader Brenda Crawford 
thought it ironic that the premier 
free speech radio station in the 
country is being silenced by its 
board of directors. “I am incredi¬ 
bly disappointed in Mary Frances 


Berry, who I always thought was a 
freedom fighter. It’s not in line 
with my knowledge of her work 
in the past. She should be sup¬ 
porting grassroots alternative 
radio that has a 50-year history,” 
said Crawford. Her sentiments 
were echoed earlier in a letter 
signed by all African American 
and Asian American staff and vol¬ 
unteers at KPFA. 

Susan Stryker, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Lesbian and Gay His¬ 
torical Society of Northern Cali¬ 
fornia, offered a historical per¬ 
spective. “KPFA has been a pio¬ 
neer venue for airing gay voices in 
public even before the popular 
‘Fruit Punch’ radio show. It’s been 
on the cusp of positive attention 
for all sorts of queer people. I urge 
all queer people to march with us 
on Saturday.” 

The contingent Saturday hon¬ 
ors the work of Alcalay, who did 
the “AIDS in Focus” program on 
KPFA for six years after two years 
as anchor of the morning and 
weekend news. He was the co¬ 
producer of the most recent 
Mumia Abu-Jamal recordings and 
was selected to be on the 11- 
member community and staff 
bargaining steering committee. 
Alcalay recently resigned from the 
committee due to a dangerous 
drop in T-cells. 

“We do this to show our love 
and honor for Mike and his hard 
work,” said Moore, a gay African 
American education activist. T

Senate passes hate crimes bill

T he Hate Crime Prevention 
Act (HCPA) passed the U.S. 
Senate late Thursday night, 
July 22. Both the HCPA and a 
more limited hate crimes bill (S 
1406) were adopted without de¬ 
bate, by unanimous consent, as 
amendments to the appropria¬ 
tions bill for the Commerce, State, 
and Justice departments. The sec¬ 
ond bill was drafted by Senate Ju¬ 
diciary Committee chairman 
Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) and intro¬ 
duced only the previous day, 
though Hatch had raised his con¬ 
cerns at a hearing in May. 

A parallel funding measure has 
yet to emerge from the House but it 
is unlikely to contain either of the 
hate crimes amendments, so the 
issue will be worked out in confer¬ 
ence between the two chambers. 

“I think this is an enormous

victory. It shows that there is in¬ 
credible support for hate crimes 
legislation,” said Winnie Stachel- 
berg political director of the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC), 
a lead advocate for the HCPA. 
“This is recognition on the part of 
the Senate that there is a problem, 
there is a federal response, and we 
have to act quickly.” 

Rich Tafel, executive director of 
Log Cabin Republicans, was “very 
excited” by its passage. He said 
their argument all along has been, 
“if everybody else is going to be 
covered by hate crimes legislation, 
then why not lesbians and gays.” 

President Bill Clinton was 
“gratified” by the action and 
pledged continued support for 
HCPA. Robert Raben, recently ap¬ 
pointed chief congressional liai¬ 
son for the Department of Justice, 
will bring a personal touch to the 
issue. Raben is openly gay, a long¬ 
time staff member of Representa¬ 
tive Barney Frank (D-Massachu- 
setts) on the Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee. He is very highly regarded on 
both sides of the aisle. 

The HCPA would add gender, 
sexual orientation, and disability 
to protected classes under current 
federal law. It would offer legal 
grounds for federal assistance with 
these types of crimes where local 
authorities request it, or federal in¬ 
tervention when there is reason to 
believe that local officials are not 
adequately pursuing such crimes. 

Its principle sponsors in the 
amending strategy have been Sena¬ 
tors Ted Kennedy (D-Massachu- 
setts) and Gordon Smith (R-Ore- 
gon). A coalition of most Democ- 
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Rich Tafel 


rats and a substantial number of Re¬ 
publicans seemed to assure passage. 

The stripped down measure 
offered by Hatch does not include 
disability or sexual orientation, 
but does add gender and age. It 
calls for more study and the cre¬ 
ation of model legislation for 
states. It would allow for federal 
assistance in some instances and a 
federal presence when there was 
interstate travel associated with 
the hate crime. 

Jeanne Lopato, Hatch’s press 
secretary, said that the senator’s 
bill embraced state legislation that 
includes sexual orientation and so 
does not exclude it from coverage. 
She was unable to comment on 
the specific mention of gender 
and age in his language. 

Stachelberg “welcomed Senator 
Hatch’s commitment to the prob¬ 
lem” but said it didn’t go far 
enough. She noted that his ap¬ 
proach would not allow the federal 
government to offer financial assis¬ 
tance to Laramie, Wyoming with 
the Matthew Shepard case “because 
the state does not have a statute 
that includes sexual orientation.” 

“Hate crimes legislation that 
doesn’t cover sexual orientation 
and disability is a farce,” said 
Kerry Lobel executive director of 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF). 

Tafel was equally blunt, calling 
Hatch’s bill “a dumb move.” He 
said it was “out of character” with 
Hatch, with whom they have had 


good relations. The bill does not 
reflect what often has been a lib¬ 
ertarian approach by the senator 
on gay issues. Tafel’s suggested ex¬ 
planation is Hatch’s announce¬ 
ment of presidential aspirations. 

The HCPA slipped through 
with no bill reported out of com¬ 
mittee and no debate on the floor 
of the Senate. That is highly un¬ 
usual for a measure that has 
drawn opposition from the left 
and the right of the American po¬ 
litical spectrum and within the 
gay community. 

Some observers believe that 
Majority Leader Trent Lott (R-Mis- 
sissippi) saw that the HCPA would 
pass. Earlier in the week he agreed 
to the strategy of unanimous con¬ 
sent to avoid debate and the anti¬ 
gay rhetoric that some more con¬ 
servative Republican senators like¬ 
ly would have spouted. Opponents 
were consoled by the belief that 
they could kill both amendments 
in conference with the House. 

Tafel believes the Republican 
leadership learned from the 
Hormel nomination that anti-gay 
obstructionism is a losing propo¬ 
sition. He found it “ironic that 
there was no screaming from the 
right” on the tactic. Perhaps it is 
because they believe they can kill 
it quietly in conference. 

Bill Dobbs, a Manhattan attor¬ 
ney and activist with Queer 
Watch, offered a contrary view. 
“Hopefully when this goes to con¬ 
ference the Congress will come to 
its senses.” He called it “a danger¬ 
ous, regressive idea to expand fed¬ 
eral jurisdiction with the kind of 
law that makes some victims 
more important than others.” 

The far right wing continued 
its attack on the HCPA, calling for 
its defeat in conference with the 
House. “Hate crimes laws are 
based on the faulty premise that 
some victims are worthy of more 
government protection than oth¬ 
ers victimized by similar crimes,” 
said Janet Parshall spokeswoman 
for the Family Research Council. 

That position differed from 
the one it took in supporting the 
1996 Church Arson Protection 
Act. Evidently, in their eyes, prop¬ 
erty is more worthy of federal 
protection than are people. ▼

Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 


What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 
PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 


Who should NOT take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women 
or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

H a woman who is pregnant with a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in PROPECIA, either by swallowing 
or through the skin, it may cause abnormalities of a male baby's sex organs. If a woman who is pregnant comes into 
contact with the active ingredient in PROPECIA, a doctor should be consulted. PROPECIA tablets are coated and will 
prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 


What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. A 
II men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied 
for an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year. Hair counts 
in men who did not take PROPECIA continued to decrease. 

In one study, patients were questioned on the growth of body hair. PROPECIA did not appear to affect hair in places other than 
the scalp. 

Will PROPECIA work for me? 

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in thin or balding areas of the scalp. 

Men taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally 
you will not be able to grow back all of the hair you have lost. There is not sufficient evidence that PROPECIA works 
in the treatment of receding hairline in the temporal area on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve 
months, further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have 
gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor’s instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do not take an extra tablet Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will net work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


What are the possible side effects of PROPECIA? 

Like all prescription products, PROPECIA may cause side effects. In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, itching, hives and swelling 
of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement, and testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. 

If you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided 
that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you.

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A not-so-modest proposal: 


The Lifesaving Vaccine Technology Act

P n 1729, Jonathan Swift wrote A 

Modest Proposal, his plan for 
II “preventing the children of 
poor people in Ireland from being 
a burden to their parents or coun¬ 
try, and for making them benefi¬ 
cial to the public .” Now, 270 years 
later, there’s a bill in Congress, an¬ 
other, more realistic proposal with 
the potential to generate scientif¬ 
ic discoveries that may save mil¬ 
lions of lives at modest expense. 
Yet this legislation somehow has 
yet to receive the attention it de¬ 
serves, and needs the communi¬ 
ty’s support. 

HR 1274, the Lifesaving Vac¬ 
cine Technology Act of 1999, in¬ 
troduced in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives March 24 by Congress- 
woman Nancy Pelosi (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco), is designed to address the 
fact that the marketplace for vac¬ 
cines that could save in excess of 
seven million lives a year doesn’t 
work. The reason is that the three 
biggest killers worldwide - HIV, 
malaria, and tuberculosis - have 
limited market potential in the de¬ 
veloped world, where full price is 
paid for vaccines, while they would 
have enormous impact for the de¬ 
veloping world and hence for us, 
directly and indirectly. 

The U.S Institute of Medicine 
just published a study, “Vaccines for 
the 21st Century” by its Commit¬ 
tee to Study Priorities for Vaccine 
Development, Division of Health 
Promotion and Disease Preven¬ 
tion. And on the whole, the biggest 
killers worldwide don’t have the 
best prospects for “domestic public 
health importance.” The Pharma¬ 
ceutical Manufacturer’s Associa¬ 
tion doesn’t list one vaccine for 
these diseases in its 1998 list of 43 
vaccines in development in their 
survey of pharmaceutical company 
research and development. The sci¬ 
ence is too difficult and the profit 
potential too uncertain. Yet scien¬ 
tists agree a vaccine for each is a 
real possibility as we have learned 
unprecedented amounts about im¬ 
munity. So, early work on each is 
progressing but through public 
channels, with a pittance of invest¬ 
ment. The president has endorsed 
the idea that the 21st century will 
be the century of biological break¬ 
throughs, and many who disagree 
with him about everything else 
agree. 

Most of the expertise to design 
and make vaccines, which are the 
greatest public health interven¬ 
tion of all time are in pharmaceu¬ 
tical and biotech companies that 
are not working hard enough on 
this thorny challenge. So, the 
Pelosi bill proposes a 30 percent 
tax deduction for any research 
and development done by private 
companies on vaccines or other 
biomedical prevention products 
for any infectious disease that kills 
more than one million people 
worldwide annually. Since com¬ 
panies determine the focus of 
their research by the cost, risk, and 
benefit, this relatively inexpensive 
tax break by government could tip 
the scales toward more active use 
of those resources and knowledge 
to solve these problems. Since 70 
percent of the investment would 
still come from industry, only the 
most worthwhile projects would 
be pursued. 

It’s been said many times that 
prevention is, 16 to 1, more valu¬ 
able than a cure. Vaccines are the 
only way any disease has ever been 
eradicated, and the developing 


world is being devastated by sick¬ 
ness and early death. If you’re a 
conservative, think of the produc¬ 
tivity and economic consequences 
of the largest part of the world 
having declining life expectancies 
and inadequate means to control 
infectious diseases, while the 
world gets smaller and smaller. If 
you’re a liberal, think of the al¬ 
most countless orphans and ru¬ 
ined lives, the inadequate health 
care facilities and budgets. 

In exchange for the credit, 
companies would be required to 
present a plan for global access of 
any vaccine developed through 
the tax credit. Not much to ask, 
and much to gain without inter¬ 
fering with the profit motive, 
competition, or the extreme reluc¬ 
tance especially of drug compa¬ 
nies to give out information about 
their costs or pricing policies. 

The bill could be attached to 
this year’s tax legislation, but the 
Republicans are too busy haggling 
over a monstrous tax cut to retain

their traditional supporters and 
withstand elections, and the De¬ 
mocrats can hardly be heard in 


the rush to get votes by currying 
favor. As an example, last week’s 
New York Times described a pro¬ 
posed tax credit in committee to 
help chicken farmers in the Del- 
marva Peninsula in Delaware dis¬ 
pose of 800 tons of chicken drop¬ 
pings every year by giving tax 
breaks to turn the manure into 
electricity, since it has been dis¬ 
covered to be too much of a pol¬ 
lutant in fertilizer. This is an ad¬ 
mirable goal, and apparently 
more important to the Delaware 
senator and his Maryland neigh¬ 
bor who have seniority on the 
Senate Finance Committee. This 
appetizing proposal has run up 
against a colleague from Texas 
who is senior on Ways and Means 
in the House, however, because, as 
the Times says, “the tax credit 
could put chicken droppings in 
competition with oil and gas as a 
source of energy.” 

A Senate version of the Pelosi 
bill will be introduced shortly by 
Senator John Kerry (D-Massa- 


chusetts). If it gets enough sup¬ 
port in the House, Senate, and ad¬ 
ministration, it could become 
part of the tax package that ulti¬ 
mately must be voted on by the 
end of the federal Fiscal year, 
which is September. Meanwhile, 
the administration has promised 
$100 million for AIDS in Africa, 
which works out to be $4.50 for 
each of the 22 million Africans in¬ 
fected with HIV to say nothing 
about malaria and TB, which have 
proven for centuries to be endem¬ 
ic, and intractable. Wiping out 
these diseases, or just controlling 
them, would be good for business 
and good for public health, and 
good for us, here, where poor 
people and travelers are increas¬ 
ingly more susceptible to these 
horrible killers. 

Swift’s modest proposal to 
make unwanted children “sound 
useful members of the common¬ 
wealth” and “contribute to the feed¬ 
ing and partly the clothing of many 
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Sexually active, HIV negative men needed 
for an HIV vaccine research study. You 
cannot get AIDS from the vaccine.

AIDS activists thank Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden for transplant funds

' 1 Inform, and other groups 
presented Assemblywoman Car¬ 
ole Migden (D-San Francisco) 
with a beautiful bouquet of flow¬ 
ers last Wednesday, July 21 at a re¬ 
ception to thank her for securing 
$1 million in state funds to pay for 
organ transplants for people with 
HIV disease. 

“We thank Carole. This will 
save people’s lives,” AIDS activist 
Jeff Getty told the crowd gathered

Though it is not generally un¬ 
derstood by the public, people 
with HIV are not allowed to have 
transplants in the U.S. Now that 
many HIV patients are living 
longer and healthier lives, organ 
transplant research must move 
ahead to find out if it is safe and 
effective to give HIV patients new 
organs. Migden’s $ 1 million allo¬ 
cation, which was part of the state 
budget signed by Governor Gray

Davis last month, will pay for 
carefully studied research in liver 
and kidney transplantation. The 
money has been ear-marked to go 
to the University of California, 
San Francisco (UCSF) campus. 

Getty said it is hoped the 
money will cover the costs of sev¬ 
eral transplants. He said kidney 
transplants generally cost about 
$25,000 to $30,000 each, while 


liver transplants can range any¬ 
where from $200,000 to $220,000 
each. “We hope patients’ medical 
insurance will pick up some [of 
the cost]Getty said. 

Marshall Aronowitz, who lives 
in the North Bay, is one of those 
who desperately needs a liver 
transplant. He was at the recep¬ 
tion. “Without the new money, I 
wouldn’t be able to get a trans¬ 
plant,” Aronowitz told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “This is my only 
option, my only hope for life.” 

Doctors from UCSF were also 
on hand and explained they’ve de¬ 
veloped a protocol and can hope¬ 
fully start working with a group of 
patients in September. “I’ve talked 
to doctors at UCSF and they’re 
ready to go,” Migden said. 

She told attendees that getting 
the money is just part of her job. 
“It’s just my pleasure and honor 
and I really mean that,” Migden 
said. “Thank you for thanking me. 
I’m just doing my job. This is the 
first million. I’ve spoken with doc¬ 
tors and we’re pressing forward. 
We had a little victory and we did 
get it from this governor.” T

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thousands” was that a “young 
healthy child well-nursed is at a 
year old most delicious, nourish¬ 
ing, and wholesome food, whether 
stewed, roasted, baked, or boiled.” 
He therefore proposes that they 
“may at a year old be offered for 
sale to persons of quality and for¬ 
tune through the kingdom, always 
advising the mother to let them 
such plentifully in the last months 
as to render them plump and fat 
for a good table .’’The profits would 
go to the mothers’ landlords. 

Swift was satirizing his times of 
course, when “the present situa¬ 
tion of affairs is utterly impossible 
by all the methods hitherto pro¬ 
posed,” noting that “they can’t 
pick up a livelihood by stealing 
until they arrive at six years old.” 
He was also the author of Gulliv¬ 
er’s Travels, which was no chil¬ 
dren’s story but a satire of govern¬ 
ment in his time, and still fresh 
and juicy today. There, he said, 
“Whoever could make two ears of 
corn or two blades of grass to 
grow where only one grew before, 
would deserve better of mankind, 
and do more essential service to 
his country, than the whole race 
of politicians put together.” Mod¬ 
ern science and technology, and 
politics, hold out the tantalizing 
prospect of real progress. 

Access 

Seventeen years after the de¬ 
velopment of a safe and effective 
vaccine for hepatitis B, hundreds 
of thousands of children in the 
world still do not have access to it. 


The World Health Organization’s 
(WHO) Global Programme on 
Immunization has greatly ex¬ 
panded access to vaccines 
throughout the world, but this de¬ 
livery system has been delayed by 
the high costs of purchasing vac¬ 
cine. All the infectious diseases 
covered in the Lifesaving Vaccine 
Technology Act inflict their great¬ 
est mortality in the developing 
world, and often among children. 

As the WHO has stated, “Allow¬ 
ing vaccines to slowly filter down 
to children in the poorer countries 
over 10-20 years is neither just nor 
equitable.” The increasing use of 
biotechnology in the design of vac¬ 
cines means that costs for the vac¬ 
cines of the future are expected to 
be higher during their initial 
patent protected period than 
today’s more traditional products. 

The Lifesaving Vaccine Tech¬ 
nology Act includes three provi¬ 
sions designed to maximize access 
to priority vaccines in developing 
countries. 

1. Requires companies to es¬ 
tablish a plan for global access to 
the vaccine. While this provision 
is non-binding, it will help gov¬ 
ernments and health authorities 
put public pressure on companies 
to work cooperatively to maxi¬ 
mize access to vaccines. 

2. Support for multi-lateral in¬ 
ternational efforts, such as a vac¬ 
cine purchase fund. The World 
Bank and international public 
health organizations are moving 
towards creation of purchase 
funds and other approaches to ex¬ 
pand access to vaccines after they 
are developed. This provision di¬ 
rects U.S. government agencies to 
play an active and supportive role 


in these efforts. 

3. Support for flexible or dif¬ 
ferential pricing as one of several 
valid strategies to accelerate the 
introduction of vaccines. This 
provision gives congressional sup¬ 
port to companies that choose to 
expand access to vaccines by of¬ 
fering lower prices to poorer 
countries. In the past, U.S. com¬ 
panies have been criticized for 
these pricing practices. * 

What’s next? 

More than 20 members of 
Congress have already signed on 
in support of the Lifesaving Vac¬ 
cine Technology Act. It is also en¬ 
dorsed by the American Public 
Health Association, Global Health 
Council, AIDS Action, Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Vaccine Initiative, 
AIDS Vaccine Advocacy Coali¬ 
tion, Reproductive Health Tech¬ 
nologies Project, and Alliance for 
Microbicide Development. Other 
organizations are encouraged to 
send letters of support. 

Every effort must be made to 
support this bill. People should call 
their representatives in Congress; 
call the president, vice president, 
and Office of National AIDS Poli¬ 
cy; and talk to friends and relatives 
in other parts of the country, 
where key legislators are based. T

P| n August 11, 1993, with the 
bases loaded, Billy Bean hit 
i a home run in the third in¬ 
ning of a home game against 
Houston. Despite his best efforts, 
pitcher Darryl Kile failed to strike 
out Bean, who aced a grand slam. 

A former member of the San 
Diego Padres, Bean had a .415 av¬ 
erage in 1994. This week he hit a 
home run, despite being retired. 
He came out in The Miami Her¬ 
ald. 

The 35-year-old moved to 
Miami to be with his partner, 
Efrain Veiga, who runs a new 
restaurant called Mayya. Add that 
to your must-do list for Florida. 

Padres World, “your source for 
Everything Padres,” fails to men¬ 
tion this, or that back in 1994, 
Bean had to play a crucial game 
after having watched his first part¬ 
ner die on a hospital gurney that 
morning from a burst pancreas. 

The pain of telling no one on 
his team of the loss and grief he 
went through forced Bean to vow 
that, should he be lucky enough 


to find another man, he would 
quit baseball for love. 

He did. 

Bean said he couldn’t come 
out while playing. “Overnight 
they would have found some way 
to kick me out, because some dad 
doesn’t want his little kid 
watching some gay base¬ 
ball player and saying, T 
want to grow up to be 
just like him.’” 

My dad would have 
been perfectly happy if I 
chose to become a gay Padre, 
since this year a player 
makes anywhere from 
a lowly $200,000 to 
(according to ESPN), 

$6,666,667 for Randy 
Myers. I guess that last 
dollar raise keeps him from being 
the Antichrist of baseball. 

Although Bean made it to the 
ranks of 1993-1995 All-Stars, the 
Padres eventually dropped him, 
according to the Associated Press, 
“To make room on the roster, they 
optioned outfielder Billy Bean to 
Vegas.” AP didn’t then say any¬ 
thing about Billy Bean’s real story. 
That’s what they call objective 


journalism at AP. 

The Herald story on Bean was 
posted in the Entertainment sec¬ 
tion. God forbid a former player 
can come out in the Sports sec¬ 
tion. 

This is how we are displaced 
from the grand scoreboard. This 
is how we are unre¬ 
membered, unac¬ 
knowledged, unac¬ 
cepted. A talented athlete is 
forced to choose between 
love and a career. Unfortu¬ 
nately for baseball, Bean 
made the right choice. 
This year, in San 
Diego, home of Billy’s 
former team, some¬ 
body tossed tear gas at 
gay and lesbian par¬ 
ents in a pride parade. I bet the in- 
bred White Supremacist dickweed 
who did it probably loves base¬ 
ball. He probably even rooted for 
Billy more times than his beer-ad¬ 
dled brain can recall. 

To fight this sort of hatred, the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC), 
under criticism for commandeer¬ 
ing plans for a Millennium 
March, keeps junk-mailing me 
that obtuse = sticker and order 
forms for similarly logo-laden 
baseball caps. 

I imagine HRC will sell a lot of 
caps at the March. Folks will need 
to protect their heads, since Pat 
Robertson’s satellite dish will be 
aimed at us and set on FRY.

no password tonight. I’m going to 
take you to the edge.’ That’s when 
I knew I was in trouble.” Dover 
claims he was then gagged, unable 
to speak, and unable to see the 
other men or what was about to 
happen to him. 

“I was whipped over and over 
with a bull whip, nearly 150 times. 
I was bleeding badly. After he 
stopped whipping me he came on 
my back on my open wounds. He 
punched me in the face several 
times and prodded my ass with a 
cattle prod. He turned me over, 
retied my hands and feet, then 
stood on the bed and began kick¬ 
ing me in the testicles with his 
boots on. Then he hammered my 
testicles with a mallet. He then 


fucked me, no condom, wearing 
his Prince Albert [ring piercing 
through the head of the penis]. 
The whole scene carried on for 
nearly five hours and he came in¬ 
side me several times.” 

Dover claims that McKenzie fi¬ 
nally stopped the torture and then 
flashed his medical card in front 
of Dover’s face, saying “And I’m 
HIV-positive. I have destroyed a 
Drummer Boy. Just one of many 
I plan to finish off.” McKenzie ap¬ 
parently left with the other four 
men and Dover did not see him 
again. 

The police report indicates 
that Dover suffered severe face in¬ 
juries, severe injury to his anus, 
and severe injury to his genitals. 
Officer Bruce Lovell of the San 
Francisco Police Department’s 
Southern Station filed the police 
report and confirmed that the in-

gregation at MCCSF last Sunday,

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Armistead Maupin brings Tales 
of the City* to musical life for 
SF Gay Men's Chorus. Chanticleer

I ts been 23 years since Michael “Mouse” Tolliver first met Mary Ann Sin¬ 
gleton in the frozen food section of the Marina Safeway — and also in 
the pages of the San Francisco Chronicle. 

A young reporter named Armistead Maupin had somehow convinced 
the unhip morning paper to let him spin his tales of a quirky collection 
of gay, straight, and transgendered dope- smoking characters five days a week. 

“People were in shock every morning” Maupin said during a recent in¬ 
terview. “That was part of the fun of it.” Those in shock occasionally includ¬ 
ed his editors, with whom he “had to fight battles every inch of the way.” But 
if the editors didn’t always like what they saw, the readers did. The serial 
known as Tales of the City ran for 11 years 

It also produced five best selling books and two popular TV miniseries, with 
a third on the way Still, the passion to return to 28 B-irbary Lane continues, with 
music being the latest medium for Maupin’s messages of a morphing culture. 

On July 31 and August I at Davies 1 lall, Maupin will appear with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Uiy Men s Chorus in Music for Michael Mouse, a concert and reading that will 
put into musical context the life and tiroes of the central gay character of Tales of 
the City. Its part of the San Francisco Symphony’s Summer in the Cit)' series. 

And on Aug. 6 and 7 at the Calvary Presbyterian Church, the male-vocal en¬ 
semble Chanticleer and mezzo-soprano Frederica von Stade will perform the world 
premiere of Anna Madrigal Remembers. With text by Maupin and music by Jake 
Heggie, the San Francisco Opera’s composer in residence, the new work will imag¬ 
ine the memorable landlady at age 80 as she welcomes a new arrival to Barbirfy lane. 

“There are times l get real sick of retreading the same territory,” Maupin ac¬ 
knowledged. “On the other hand, I’m a very lucky writer wh$n it comes to the 
endurance of the work. The books were big mainstream bestsellers in France 
last year, and they’re about to be published in Japan. And I can’t walk down the

F % aula West and I are both appropriately 
W dressed in black when we meet for a 
drink at the trendy bar of the new Hotel W. 
With her thick black woven hair draped over 
her copper-colored skin, she looks absolutely 
beautiful, and I tell her so. She shyly acknowl¬ 
edges the compliment before we start talking 
about her new album, Restless, and'the up¬ 
coming CD release party at Herbst Theatre on 
Friday, August 13. “Tickets are going fast,” she 
says proudly. She is co-producing the concert, 
which features the 10-piece orchestra from the 
CD, with local impresario Lawrence Helman. 

Listening to the album, I discover new lev¬ 
els of complexity to her voice. When I ask how 
she achieves the poignant yearning of “I’m a 
Fool to Want You” or the buoyancy of Bart 
Howard’s “Fly Me to the Moon,” she explains 
how she goes back to the feelings of the song. 


“It comes from the heart,” West says, adding 
that she can’t sing about something she hasn’t 
personally experienced emotionally. “Heart¬ 
break has helped me develop musically.” 

Paula West has not always wanted to sing. It 
was something she came to about 11 years ago 
when she was looking for a creative outlet. She 
began by taking a voice class in San Diego, fol¬ 
lowed by a few speech classes at ACT and study 
with local jazz singer and voice teacher Faith 
Winthrop. “It kind of took over my life,” she ac¬ 
knowledges. She started performing profes¬ 
sionally with her pianist and arranger Ken Muir 
in 1992 at 1001 Nob Hill, and is “very serious 
about it now.” 

When I pose the burning question about the 
distinction between jazz and cabaret, she re¬ 
sponds without hesitation, “I’m -a jazz singer.”

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Overripe but underrated 

Douglas Sirk's Universal films play Castro 


by Gary Morris 


' H ouglas Sirk’s career is a case 
study in contradictions. A 
European intellectual who 
translated Shakespeare and di¬ 
rected Ibsen, he gained his great¬ 
est fame making allegedly 
schlocky movies for one of the 
sleazier American movie studios. 
Once a peer of Weill and Brecht, 
he later hung out with the likes of 
queen producer Ross Hunter and 
exploitationer Albert Zugsmith. 
In the ’30s, his actors were Eu¬ 
rope’s finest; in the ’50s, he 
worked with Rock Hudson. His 
American melodramas were 
adored by audiences of the time 
and made reams of money for 
Universal, where Sirk was a con¬ 
tract director. But mainstream 
critics of the time (and later) dis¬ 
missed them as camp or kitsch or 
both, based less on their actual 
achievement than on their dubi¬ 
ous associations — Universal’s 
reputation as a cheesy studio, 
melodramatic plots based on 
trashmeisters like Lloyd C. Dou¬ 
glas and Fannie Hurst, and movie 
stars like Rock Hudson and Jane 
Wyman, who were considered 
more icons than actors. 

Of course, it didn’t help that 
Sirk worked mostly in one of the 
more disreputable corners of cin¬ 
ema, the women’s picture. This 
genre has never had the hip cachet 
of, say, film noir, and so his films 
are rarely revived outside muse¬ 
ums and film societies. (They are 
easily available on video and on 
cable TV stations like AMC.) For¬ 
tunately, French critics (and Ger¬ 
mans like Fassbinder) came to the 
rescue, pointing out the glories in 
this overripe, quite individual cin¬ 
ema. 

Sirk’s greatest period was the 
’50s, and the best of that era — 
films like Magnificent Obsession, 
Written on the Wind, The Tar¬ 
nished Angels, and Imitation of Life 
— go beyond “guilty pleasure” 
status for their sheer bravado, vi¬ 
sual opulence, cutting critiques of 
everything middle-class and mid¬ 
dlebrow, and Sirk’s self-pro¬ 
claimed “subversion” of his often 
trashy material. They play at the 
Castro Theatre this week, starting 
Friday. 

Magnificent Obsession (1954) 
has perhaps the worst pedigree of 
the lot. It’s based on a ridiculous 
potboiler by religious novelist 
Lloyd C. Douglas (of The Robe 
fame) and has so many con¬ 
trivances and coincidences the 
viewer needs a scorecard to keep 
up. Rock Hudson stars as self-in¬ 
dulgent playboy Bob Merrick, 


who has a waterskiing accident 
and has to be treated with a ma¬ 
chine that’s also needed by one of 
the town’s respected doctors. 
When the doctor dies, his widow 
(Jane Wyman) is understandably 
pissed at Merrick, but the clueless 
gadabout tries to romance her 
anyway. His attentions are so 
forceful and clumsy that he inad¬ 
vertently knocks her out of a cab, 
whereupon she’s hit by a car and 
blinded. Repentant Rock spends 
the rest of the film trying to com¬ 
pensate her by becoming religious 
and a doctor. 

Sirk milks the melodrama in 
some of the most spectacular 
Technicolor ever put on film. (You 
may need sunglasses for some of 
the scenes.) His “subversion” of 
this hoary material takes the form 
of bizarre lighting schemes, un¬ 
natural colors, and a palpable 
sense of the characters not as peo¬ 
ple but as puppets in some per¬ 
verse directorial scheme. 
Nonetheless, the Hudson-Wyman 
romance played well enough with 
the public to spawn an equally 
popular sequel, All That Heaven 
Allows. Don’t be afraid to laugh; 
Sirk probably did. 

Beautiful loser 

Aficionados usually rank Writ¬ 
ten on the Wind (1956) as one of 
the director’s best, and it’s not 
hard to see why. The artificial 
lighting and color schemes of the 
earlier films are certainly evident 
here, but there’s also an emotion¬ 
al intensity that works against the 
idea that the film is merely a florid 
exercise in camp. The always 
fetching Robert Stack is Kyle, one 
of Sirk’s many “beautiful losers.” 
Kyle’s a millionaire playboy driven 
to self-destruction, a process ac¬ 
companied by the sluttish adven¬ 
tures of his sister Marylee 
(Dorothy Malone). Denied the af¬ 
fection of her brother’s best friend 
Mitch (Rock Hudson), who sees 
her as a “sister” (perhaps in more 
ways than one), Marylee cruises 
the gas stations for dick. Mean¬ 
while, Mitch is in love with Lucy 
(Lauren Bacall), who’s married to 
Kyle, who’s tormented by jealousy 
and impotence! Stack is enor¬ 
mously affecting in the wretched 
wreck role, and Hudson is always 
better than expected under Sirk’s 
guidance. Bacall is typically com¬ 
posed, even icy as the good wife, 
but Malone soars as the slut, so 
much so that she won an Oscar. 
Don’t miss her mad, sexy dance in 
an electric red negligee while her 
father is dramatically dying on the 
stairs. 

For The Tarnished Angels 
(1957), Sirk turned to more re¬

spectable material, Faulkner’s 
novel Pylon. This story of stunt 
flyers is set in the Mardi Gras dur¬ 
ing the Depression and stars 
mostly the same cast as Written on 
the Wind. This time, Hudson’s a 
newspaperman sent to write the 
story of pilot Roger Shumann 
(Stack) and his parachutist wife 
Laverne (Malone). Unlike the pre¬ 
vious films, this one’s shot in 
black-and-white Cinemascope; 
what it lacks in crazy color 
schemes it more than makes up 
for in beautiful, smoky tableaux 
that recall Sirk’s history at the 
German studio UFA. The acting is 
superb throughout, and Sirk’s 
manipulations draw us deep into 
the mindset of these doomed 
characters. Once again, Malone 
gives her all; in a notorious scene 
she parachutes with no under¬ 
wear, causing much excitement 
on the ground when her skirt flies 
up over her head. 

The director’s masterpiece, for

some of us, was his last film, Imi¬ 
tation of Life (1958). Again, the 
film has dubious origins. It’s a re¬ 
make of a 1930s movie based on a 
junk novel by Fannie Hurst; the

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Cyberjunk 

' Virtue' has none

T he word “cyber” (followed 
by anything) has replaced 
“postmodern” as one of the 
most aggravating, meaningless, 
overused catch-all terms of the 
decade. The word is the mantra of 
a massive industry of self-hype 
generated by the likes of Wired 
magazine and commentators 
such as R. \J. Sirius who want us 
to believe that every citizen is 
wired or about to be; that human 
interchange will be replaced by a 
tete a tete between people and 
their computers; and that virtual 
reality, which can be controlled, 
will soon overtake reality, which 
can’t. Ignored in this scenario is 
the fact that vast segments of the 
world don’t even own a calculator, 
much less a PC, and that cruising 
cyberspace and wearing virtual 
reality goggles to escape the mun¬ 
dane here-and-now is mostly a 
self-indulgent sport for a statisti¬ 
cally small leisure class and their 
offspring. Some of us still prefer 
the feeling of flesh on flesh that 
these geeks seem to abhor. 

Self-indulgence in fact perme¬ 
ates Virtue, a mindless melange of 
banalities and incoherencies 
dressed up with digital effects, 
narrative ruptures, exhausting 
flash-cuts, performance art inter¬ 
ludes, and for good measure, 
medical footage of things like 
close-up catheterizations and 


breast implants. There’s a plot of 
sorts. A woman named Hundee is 
tormented for some reason that’s 
not particularly evident; maybe 
it’s because her boyfriend is mas¬ 
turbating next to her with wads of 
plastic around his head. When he 
comes and then dies (natch — the 
perils of the flesh), she at least has 
a reason to be upset. So she goes 
off on an “Alice in Genderland” 
trip — this is how the press notes 
describe it — looking for virtual 
reality alternatives to her appar¬ 
ently drab existence. Since this is 
set in San Francisco, of course she 
mostly encounters drag queens 
and kings, and familiar Ones, too: 
Elvis Herselvis, Timmy Spence (as 
an evil psychiatrist), Arturo Gal- 
ster, and honorary tranny Connie 
Champagne. 

Plastic world 

This movie tries to have some¬ 
thing for everyone. For the foren- 
sically inclined, there are grue¬ 
some shots of medical procedures 
involving pricks and tits. For gen- 
derbusters, there are plenty of 
drags, trannies of various sexes, 
and a fairy godmother with the 
crotch of her gown cut out. 
There’s also a mincing leather 
dwarf, and a shrew in a wheel¬ 
chair outside a Bank of America 
who screams for money from Ms. 
Hundee, who’s too busy adjusting 
her virtual reality glasses to pay 
any mind to the pest. There are 
scenesters galore in a variety of 
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performance art settings, mostly 
in somebody’s loft that’s been 
draped with plastic and occupied 
by queens in Nazi regalia, fake 
nuns, and naked boys with mo¬ 
hawks and exaggerated make-up 
more redolent of the ’80s than the 
supposedly cutting-edge ’90s. At¬ 
tempts to create memorable 
tableaux out of bored, alienated 
moderns cl la Liquid Sky fall flat; 
there’s just no conviction to these 
mindless, self-worshipping 
dullards. And the frequent intru¬ 
sions of frenetic flash-cuts will 
probably have most viewers expe¬ 
riencing rapid eye movement. 

Arturo Galster has what 
promises to be a fun sequence 
when, in her usual Patsy Cline 
drag, she sings “Glory Glory Hal¬ 
lelujah” (or whatever the hell it’s 
called), but it goes on for what 
seems like hours — no mean feat 
considering Virtue runs a mere 76 


minutes. Better is Elvis Herselvis’s 
amusingly weird rendition of 
“Buffalo Gal,” rendered with a 
wonderful accordion background. 
But again, the number goes on so 
long you start to quietly pray for

an earthquake. Some clever entre¬ 
preneur might consider cutting 
these numbers out of the Film 
(they could throw away the rest of 
the footage), shortening them to 
bearable length, and releasing 
them to MTV as “incredibly 
strange” videos. 

Perhaps it’s unfair to treat 
Virtue as a movie, since, as anoth¬ 
er critic rightly informed me, it’s 
more a record of a time and place 
than a film. But it’s probably 
equally unfair to give this turkey a 
commercial release in a real 
moviehouse. Where’s the audi¬ 
ence? Maybe to the participants 
and their pals it will all make 
sense, and provide endless insider 
laughs. Anyone outside Cyberville 
will find new ways to fidget. 

Director “Camera Obscura” 
embalms an already weak narra¬ 
tive with interpolated Pixelvision 
interviews with “cyber-pioneers” 
like the aforementioned Sirius, 
William Gibson of Neuromancer 
fame, and Timothy Leary. Leary 
has one of the more telling mo¬ 
ments in Virtue. Asked an incom¬ 
prehensible question about priva¬ 
cy rights by La Obscura, he says 
bluntly, “I don’t know what you’re 
talking about.” He twists the knife 
by turning to the camera and say¬ 
ing, “Do you know what she’s 
talking about?” Anyone still in the 
theater will sympathize. ▼

Lucie Arnaz to play AIDS benefit in SF

|| i ew York to San Francisco is 
PS a long way to travel to sing 
one song, but Lucie Arnaz 
is game. “It is weird, though,” she 
said. “It’s like the longest audition 
in the world.” 

On Monday, Arnaz will be sit¬ 
ting backstage at the Palace of 
Fine Arts with Rita Moreno, 
Sharon Gless, Joely Fisher, Nancy 
Dussault, Carole Cook, and a 
half-dozen other notable per¬ 
formers waiting for their brief 
moment in the spotlight at the 
fifth annual Help Is on the Why va¬ 
riety show. 

“You have all these fabulous 
people who have been singing for 
years, and you’ve never seen a 
group of more frightened people,” 
Arnaz said recently from New 
York. “It’s horrible because it’s like 
being shot out of a cannon, and 
you’ve only got one chance. But it 
must work because they’ve been 
doing it this way for years.” 

For the past decade, Arnaz has 
been a constant performer at the 
annual STAGE benefits for AIDS 
charities in Los Angeles, which are 
also staged by musical director 
Ron Abel and director David Gal- 
ligan. “I do it because of Ron, who 
is also my musical director,” Arnaz 
said. “The ones that we have done 
in the past have been pretty sen¬ 
sational.” 

This year’s Help Is on the Way 
is subtitled A Salute to Sondheim, 
and Arnaz will be singing “Soon¬ 
er or Later” from the movie Dick 
Tracy. “It will be the first time I’ve 
sung it in front of anybody,” said 
the daughter of Lucille Ball and 
Desi Arnaz. 

Help Is on the Way benefits the 
Richmond/Ermet Foundation, 
founded by Barbara Richmond 
and Peggy Ermet in memory of 
their sons who succumbed to 
AIDS. Arnaz has had her own 
first-hand experiences with the 
disease. 

“I’ve lost about 25 close 
friends, five lead dancers, and two 
choreographers,” she said. “I also 
have several extremely close 
friends who are taking the little 
cocktails, have fought through 
many illnesses, and have come 
back around. I have a lot of hope, 
but I don’t confuse that with com¬ 
placency.” 

Savvy teens 

With three teens at home, a 
husband busy in a Broadway 
show, and a no-nanny policy, 
Arnaz is choosy about the gigs 
that take her away from family. 
“You think it’s going to be easier 
when the kids get a little older, 
that you’ll be able to get away for 
longer periods of time, but it’s ac¬ 
tually just the opposite,” she said. 
“The more savvy they get, the 
more you have to be around to 
supervise, police, and advise.” 

Arnaz and husband Laurence 
Luckinbill set out to be more 
available to their kids than her fa¬ 
mous parents were. Arnaz was 
born in 1951, the same year I Love 
Lucy went on the air, and she saw 
a lot more of the nanny than her 
ambitious and successful parents. 
She got to sort out her memories 
when she put together a docu¬ 
mentary about her parents that 
looked at what went wrong with 
their seemingly charmed lives. 

“I began to remember being 
alone a lot, and that’s not a nice 
memory,” she said. “But I don’t

I J| J§ hen Canadian director 
John Greyson produced 
the world’s first AIDS 
movie musical, Zero Patience, I 
thought the disastrous result 
would put an end to the genre. 
But now the French introduce us 
to the discreet charm of the AIDS- 
ridden bourgeoisie in Jeanne and 
the Perfect Guy, a movie musical 
about a young woman and her 
passion for a young man with 
AIDS. Despite the rather loath¬ 
some principle of turning AIDS 
into a hummable disease, Jeanne 
somehow manages to please. Yes, 
there are some laugh-out-loud, 
ridiculous moments, but the film 
— in spite of itself — has an es¬ 
sential sweetness that redeems its 
own challenging pretext. 

Jeanne is a cheerful young re¬ 
ceptionist who runs the PBX 
board at the front desk of a 
Parisian travel agency, Jet Tours. 
It’s a dead-end job, but the mini¬ 
mal salary enables our heroine to 
live independently and fuck indis¬ 
criminately. Jeanne’s sleeping 
around is just the path she takes 
to finding the perfect mate. The 
perfect guy finally arrives in the 
form of Olivier, whom Jeanne 
meets one day on a subway train. 
He, alas, is HIV-positive and a re¬ 
formed junkie. The musical, 
which opens with an Afro- 
Caribbean lament by the janitors 
at Jet Tours, quickly veers off in a 
nouveau-Camille direction in¬ 
spired by the love between the 
perky and promiscuous Jeanne 
and the petulant and doomed 
Olivier. 

Taken out of context, some of 
the musical moments sound like 
a series of Saturday Night Live vi¬ 
gnettes. Olivier announces his

HIV status in a tune that bears an 
undeniable resemblance to 
“Chim-chimminey, Chim-Chim 
Cheree” from Mary Poppins. 
Jeanne’s brother, who is in the 
French military, strums a guitar 
on her bed while singing, “I’m re¬ 
enlisting.” A female bookstore 
clerk sings a samba about being a 
book vendor, and a gay ACT UP 
member strolls along the Seine 
with Jeanne and sings about his 
lover’s AIDS-related death. 

Yet the writers/directors, Olivi¬ 
er Ducastel and Jacques Mar- 
tineau, have produced a charming 
and varied score that successfully 
explores different musical genres. 
Their film, which is advertised as 
“in the tradition of Umbrellas of 
Cherbourg” lives up to its billing. 
Wisely, the directors choose un¬ 
derstatement as their modus 
operandi, and this allows the film 
to work as well as it does. To their 
credit, there is no death scene and 
no over-the-top histrionics to 
contend with. The simple and 
moving moments that come near 
the end of the film derive from the 


universal experience of having 
someone suddenly removed from 
one’s life before all has been said. 
The grief and frustration of such a 
departure is portrayed by a 
poignant moment at the end that 
is a triumph of understatement 
— a sensible and appropriate 
choice under the circumstances. 

Virginie Ledoyen turns in a 
sweetly optimistic performance as 
Jeanne — sort of Mary Tyler 
Moore avec chignon. And Mathieu 
Demy is appropriately enigmatic 
as the doomed Olivier. The chem¬ 
istry between these two perform¬ 
ers works well and keeps the mu¬ 
sical afloat. Although Jeanne and 
the Perfect Guy may gloss over the 
horrors of the AIDS epidemic, it 
is a well-intended and frequently 
engaging film that deserves praise 
for its originality and courage. T

that these boys came up with.” 

Turning to these two straight 
thespians who now have been ex¬ 
posed to gay culture, are they ner¬ 
vous that they might be idolized 
by thousands of homosexuals na¬ 
tionwide? 

“My wife and our ten children 
really don’t mind it,” Pitoc, who 
plays the film’s hunky go-go boy, 
jokes. “I hate to quote him, but I 
think Jean-Claude Van Damme 
said when he first came on the 
scene and was told gay men loved 
him, ‘Of course! They have good 
taste.’ Look, I just like a following. 
I ain’t going to complain. About a 
year ago, I would have been 
thrilled to take any of the work 
that I’ve turned down since mak¬ 
ing Trick. Trick has done nothing 
but really great stuff for me pro¬ 
fessionally. So I think the gay 
community is a loyal audience. I 
saw that in San Francisco when 
we went to the festival there. That 
was overwhelming and terrific — 
and to have that many people, les¬ 
bian, gay, straight, whatever — on 
your side is just terrific.” 

“I totally concur,” Campbell 
butts in. “Gays are a dedicated au¬ 
dience. They got taste. If you’re 
locked in with them, you’re locked 
in for good, and I’m all for that.” 

Uhhmmm, but did the two 
have to do any research for their 
roles, or did they have to fantasize 
about supermodels when they

“No, I didn’t envision women,” 
Campbell explains. “I’m acting, so 
I acted like I was having a nice 
kiss.

I said, ‘What is that 
for?’ and he explained to me that 
some guys wear it to tie off while 
they’re dancing. They would fluff 
in order to keep themselves mild¬ 
ly erect or totally erect. The guy 
told me he was blue by the end of 
the set sometimes. It scared the 
crap out of me. But also, what 
some of them use it for is when 
they’re flaccid, they simply put the 
cock ring on, and it sort of lifts 
them into the pouch. Before that I 
thought, why isn’t this fitting 
right?

I guess either con¬ 
sciously or unconsciously, I really 
wanted to see a funnier romantic 
comedy that had gay people in it 
that didn’t wear its agenda so ob¬ 
viously. I think because Trick ’s a 
very simple, emotional story, au¬ 
diences will get wrapped up in it 
and not necessarily care whether 
its characters are gay or straight.” 


boys were the stars? Did he know 
their sexual persuasions before¬ 
hand? 

“No, not at all,” Fall insists. “In 
fact, I just sort of assumed one or 
both of them were probably gay. I 
mean, I discovered John Paul in a 
gay magazine. There was an ad for 
a play that he was in. It was a pic¬ 
ture of him in his underwear in 
what I call a ‘boysploitation’ play. 
I just assumed he was gay, but I 
certainly didn’t ask him. 

"When I was in college, I had a 
bad experience with an actor 
while I was casting a short film 
that was gay.

the piano into a lush garden of 
wind chimes, babbling brooks, 88 
gamelan players and African xylo¬ 
phones.” Perilous Night balances 
the disturbing Cage opus of that 
name with his more quietly mys¬ 
tical Sonatas and Interludes for 
Prepared Piano and branches into 
a clutch of other Cage-inspired 
pieces by composers from the rel¬ 
atively well-known Jonathan Har¬ 
vey to regular MacGregor col¬ 
leagues like Django Bates to the 
maverick tabla player Talvin 
Singh, whose “Endgame,” co¬ 
composed (improvised?) with 
MacGregor, closes the first, end¬ 
lessly fascinating CD. 

There’s a quality to much of that 
music that can only be called spiri¬ 
tual. (Some of it is patently so, and 
Asian-influenced.) Her rapt perfor¬ 
mance of the Cage Sonatas and In¬ 
terludes on the second CD is, by the 
time it has run its course, trans¬ 
porting to the point of reality-alter¬ 
ing. This singular work begins with 
musical material so Cage-ian in its 
bare-bones simplicity that it seems 
almost addle-brained. But follow it 
through its course and you won’t be 
the same person who began the 
journey an hour earlier — and time 
itself in the ordinary sense will have 
been released, too. A few years ago, 

I heard Bay Area pianist Julie Stein¬ 
berg transfix a Sunday afternoon 
audience of blue hairs in the mood 
for Chopin with this haunting, 
transporting piece. If the right peo¬ 
ple (meaning the unlikely ones), 
could make the time for it, Mac¬ 
Gregor’s rendition of this music 
could usher in a new world order. 

The companion CDs, Outside 
in Pianist and Piano Language, find 
this singular artist in collaborations 
with the cutting-edge jazz and 
new-music players who are her 
truest kindred spirits. Nikki Yeoh’s 
Infinitum, in which MacGregor be¬ 
comes a central participant, stakes 
out some new musical terrain I’ll 
be only too happy to continue to 
explore with her. SoundCircus of¬ 
fers a sampler disc for the faint of 
heart, but there’s no good reason 
not to take the plunge. This music 
could only change you. 

Happy errata 

I’m always happy to be wrong 
and make it a point to be as often 
as possible. A couple of columns 
back, I reviewed some new jazz- 
piano CDs from a couple of 
young pianists, Brad Mehldau 
and Benny Green, who had either 
been away from Bay Area clubs 
for far too long or could not be 
expected back any time soon. The 
ever-resourceful and steadily 
more important-looking San 
Francisco Jazz Festival has just an¬ 
nounced its fall line-up, and there 
they both are, along with some 
other tantalizing offerings. 

Green will play Herbst Theatre 
on October 28, and Mehldau will 
make a solo appearance at the 
Yerba Buena Center October 31. 
In addition, both Chick Corea 
and Gonzalo Rubalcaba will play 
Masonic Auditorium on October 
21, and, in a performance B.A.R. 
readers won’t want to miss, les¬ 
bian singer-pianist Patricia Bar¬ 
ber, one of the most interesting 
artists on the scene at the mo¬ 
ment, will bring her trio to the 
Florence Gould Theatre October 
30. It could turn out to be quite a 
Halloween, at least musically 
speaking. Tickets go on sale to 
nonmembers August 7. ▼

I t continues to puzzle me that 
my favorite pianist — of all — 
is still an unknown quantity in 
the United States. It’s true that the 
British pianist Joanna MacGregor 
has yet to make her American 
debut, which will come in No¬ 
vember, when she performs with 
the Chicago Symphony under 
Pierre Boulez, followed the next 
month by an appearance with 
Michael Tilson Thomas’ other or¬ 
chestra, Miami’s New World Sym¬ 
phony (this time under the baton 
of John Adams). But she’s ubiqui¬ 
tous on the British scene and has 
been amply represented on an ex¬ 
emplary series of CDs on the 
Collins Classics label. 

You might want to run out and 
get as many of those as you can, 
since Collins — an important 
label, particularly for British con¬ 
temporary music — went out of 
business a few months 
ago, and the fate of its 
impressive catalog is 
uncertain. I wouldn’t 
want to live without 
any of them, but I 
can particularly en¬ 
dorse her CDs of Scar¬ 
latti sonatas (the first 
thing I 
heard 
from her, 
which 

immediately located her for me 
among the best Scarlatti pianists 
— which is saying a lot); Bach’s 
The Art of Fugue compellingly 
coupled with Conlon Nancar- 
row’s Three Canons for Ursula 
[Oppens] and Studies for Player 
Piano; a triptych of Debussy, 
Ravel and Bartok; and, preemi¬ 
nently, her Vingt regards sur l’en¬ 
fant Jesus, for my money the finest 
recording yet of Olivier Messi¬ 
aen’s seminal piano classic. 

Then there’s her studio record¬ 
ing of Harrison Birtwistle’s Anti¬ 
phonies, the brilliant British com¬ 
poser’s daunting “piano concer¬ 
to,” originally composed for Mit- 
suko Uchida but performed at its 
premiere — on three weeks’ no¬ 
tice — by MacGregor, substitut¬ 
ing for an ailing Uchida, and one 
of the few pianists anyone could 
name with the sheer chops and

feel for its contemporary idiom to 
pick it up. A tape of the 1993 Paris 
premiere, with Boulez conducting 
the Philharmonia Orchestra, 
marks the only time 
I’ve heard MacGre¬ 
gor “live,” in a perfor¬ 
mance of prodigal 
power and scope. 
“Thirty minutes of non¬ 
stop pounding” is the 
way she described it to me 
in over-

days after 
she ac¬ 
cepted the assignment; a half- 
hour of ecstatic musical rhetoric 
dispatched with feral passion and 
ineluctable force is what the first- 
night audience heard. 


Modern architecture 

MacGregor is that rare pianist 
who has not just a rich, deeply sat¬ 
urated sound, but an immediately 
recognizable one. Her feel for mu¬ 
sical architecture is deep yet undi- 
dactic. Her strong internal sense of 
meter lends her a mastery of even 
the most complex rhythmic struc¬ 
tures and patterns. And best of all, 
she has an unerring sense of the 
heart of the music she plays — 
what makes it what it is and no 
other thing. And not only does 
what she play seem right in some 
infal- if ineffable way, it also feels 
vivid, full and alive — all it can be. 

Now she has seized the demise 
of Collins Classics as an opportu¬ 
nity to record the music that calls 
to her — new music — much of 
which she has had a hand in mak¬ 
ing, not just performing. You 
won’t find it in stores but rather 
right where it belongs, on the In¬ 
ternet, on a newish label called 
SoundCircus. The three MacGre¬ 
gor offerings are available only by 
mail order, from SoundCircus,

The not-to-be-missed item is 
Perilous Night, a two-CD set that 
finds MacGregor reveling in her 
latest obsession, John Cage’s “pre¬ 
pared piano.” An invitation to 
perform Gage’s Concerto for Pre¬ 
pared Piano and Orchestra with 
the London Sinfonietta intro¬ 
duced her to a sound world and 
musical experience she describes 
aptly in her album note: “It just 
seemed miraculous to me that 
sticking pieces of rubber and plas¬ 
tic, bamboo slits and blots be¬ 
tween the strings could transform

Physically unprepossessing 
(short, balding, neckless), he looks 
more like a retired soccer player 
than an elegant musician. In fact, 
as a high school exchange student 
in Fresno in the ’60s, Weil kicked 
(soccer-style) the longest field goal 
in California football history. He 
won the game and the state title. 
He says, “Those 16,000 screaming 
fans were the largest, loudest audi¬ 
ence I’ve ever played for.” 

I’ve gotten to know Weil a little 
in his eight years at Carmel. (The 
rest of the time he guest conducts 
around the world, makes period 
instrument recordings and runs 
another early music festival — 
Klang und Raum — in the tiny 
Bavarian town of Irsee. To put it 
bluntly, Weil is a live wire. A vivid, 
self-deprecating personality, his 
obvious enthusiasm for music 
translates smoothly into thrilling 
performances. 

His predecessor, Sandor Salgo, 
had an old-fashioned attitude to¬ 
wards baroque music, and as he 
got older, his performances got 
slower and increasingly opaque. 
Weil’s first Carmel season jolted 
the pacemakers in his elderly au¬ 
dience, though they are used to it 
by now, and younger faces keep 
appearing amongst the regulars. 

Even though the orchestra em¬ 
ploys mainly modern instruments 
and Weil is no period specialist 
(he says laconically that it is — 
Prokofiev or Bach — all music), 
many of the ideas espoused by the 
early music movement are on dis¬ 
play. Brisk tempos, surging drama 
(especially in choral pieces; Weil 
thinks Bach’s Passions are operas), 
sharp articulation and a large 
component of sheer giggly fun are 
the benchmarks of his conducting 
style. 

In addition to Bach, Weil also 
introduced modern music and 
the choral works of Haydn. It is 
the Haydn that has kept me com¬ 
ing back every year. In 1992, The 
Creation caused such a sensation 
that the audience literally pound¬ 
ed on the wooden floors of Sun¬ 
set. Next year, The Seasons had the 
same effect, and then Weil did the 
last six masses that Haydn wrote 
for the name day of his beloved 
patroness, Princess Maria Er- 
mengilda of Esterhasz. 

We never hear these works, and 
I am at a loss to understand why. 
Weil’s delirious performances 
have demonstrated every year 
what incredibly inventive, melod¬ 
ic, listener-friendly pieces they are. 
Austrian Catholicism is a much 
cheerier, more humane practice 


in San Francisco, the 76-year-old 
Marceau is offering a different bill 
that combines new and classic 
scenes. All three programs open 
with a first act titled “Pantomimes 
of Style,” which is followed by a 
second act titled “Pantomimes of 
Bip,” his sadsack character in¬ 
spired by Chaplin’s Little Tramp. 

There are times when 
Marceau’s gestural pantomimings 
lack the sharpness you would ex¬ 
pect of the master, but ultimately 
that is not what he is about. 
Rather than an acrobat in white 
face, he is like a painter whose 
brush is his body and whose can¬ 
vas is the air. A painter who likes 
the sounds of applause. ▼

than the dour version that gave 
rise to the Verdi Requiem and the 
Berlioz and Bruckner Te Deums. 
This season, Weil played the St. 
Theresa Mass, the last of these sen¬ 
suous, bubbly praises to God. 

What he is going to do for an 
encore is anybody’s guess. The 
Festival bosses insist on mostly 
Bach, though there are only four 
major choral works — the two 
Passions, the Mass in B-Minor and 
the so-called Christmas Oratorio 
— that are endlessly repeated on 
Sunday afternoons. A little Han¬ 
del or French baroque would be 
most welcome. Then, a couple of 
years ago, the word came down 
that the subscribers didn’t like 
Weil’s forays into “modern” 
music. I’m afraid these two “rules” 
contributed to this year’s reperto¬ 
ry seeming — except for the glo¬ 
rious Haydn evening — some¬ 
what enervated. 

Still, even when the music is 
dull, the performances seldom 
are. Weil has cultivated attractive, 
charismatic artists such as his 
English concertmaster, Elizabeth 
Wallfisch, American baritone San¬ 
ford Sylvan, cellist Doug Mc- 
Names, bassoon virtuoso Jesse 
Read, oboist Roger Cole and the 
silver-tongued German trumpeter 
Wolfgang Basch. Bay Areans 
Bruce Lamott and Kip Cranna 
deal with the chorus and educa¬ 
tion, while former UC early music 
scholar John Butt provides as 
much verbal wit as expertise on 
the organ and harpsichord.

Back to Bach 


Carmel Bach Fest offers getaway to music

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simple, sometimes poignant, and 
sometimes challengingly abstract. 

It can be also a subtle and 
complex style that requires an au¬ 
dience’s concentration, for the 
thread is easy to lose in this silent 
world of suggestion. Not all of the 
11 pieces that Marceau offered 
earned that full concentration, 
but when they did, the effect was 
uniquely sublime. 

This was no truer than in the 
scene titled “The Maskmaker,” 
which begins with the eponymous 
character offering a quick- 
changes display of his wares when 
a smiling face mask becomes 
stuck, providing an eerie contrast 
to the increasingly desperate lan¬ 
guage of his body.

T'py he Bay Area is a great place 
from which to launch a 
II short trip -— skiing at 
Northstar, bed-and-breakfasting 
in Mendocino, gambling in 
Tahoe. But there is only one place 
to get culture reachable from here 
in a few hours and still feel you are 
getting away from it all — the 
Carmel Bach Festival. 

This 62-year-old event, three 
hours by car south of San Fran¬ 
cisco, enters the last week of its 
final season of the millennium. 
Things seem to be happening in 
Carmel, though they may not all 
be good for music. For one thing, 
the gray overcast, which I loved 
after a week of 90 degree Marin 
County weather, apparently kept 
down tourism this year. 

Not only are tickets still avail¬ 
able for the Bach Festival (which 
ends with a concert of audience 
favorites on Aug. 7 and a Mission 
concert on Aug. 8), but there were 
parking places all over Carmel, 
even at high noon, and I managed 
to traverse the town several times 
without tripping over a tourist 
running a camcorder. 

Sunset Theater, where the 
major orchestral concerts are held 
— smaller venues include historic 
churches and the Carmel Mission 
Basilica — is an acoustic mess. 
Maestro Bruno Weil, the hyper- 
energetic German who took over 
the doddering festival in 1992, 
made it plain he would stay only 
if something drastic were done 
about Sunset. 

After much argument, it was 
just announced that following 
next year’s Festival, Sunset will be 
completely renovated and pre¬ 
sumably improved acoustically. 
Don’t bet on this. Acoustics is the 
most infuriating physical science; 
that is, we know what works — a

■■iired of a summer with digitally-bloated event movies? 

I Enough of the endless comedies with vulgar toilet humor? 

I Want to wrap up your summer with an enjoyable, old-fash¬ 
ioned entertainment that won’t knock you out silly with its self- 
righteousness? 

42nd Street Moon, San Francisco presenters of “lost” musical 
theatre, continues its seventh season of concert-style presentations 
with the Jerome Kern/P.G. Wodehouse classic Sitting Pretty at the 
New Conservatory Theatre. 

Written in 1924, Sitting Pretty is a far cry from today’s block¬ 
buster musicals that need to crash a chandelier onto our heads or 
fly a helicopter in to bur faces to get our attention. Its pyrotechnics 
are in the intangibles — melon-ripe melodies, suave dialogue and 
lyrics, a silly storyline and an aura of innocence of a far-away era. 
In short, it’s mindless, breezy entertainment at its best. 

Director Greg MacKellan, regarding the appeal of a “lost” mu¬ 
sical, said, “There’s the historical value. America took operetta, and 
invented musical theater. It wasn’t driven by special effects the way 
it is now. Jerome Kern is, in my opinion, the best composer of 
Broadway. He doesn’t have the glamour of Gershwin, but his 
melody is just beautiful. This script is silly. Nothing relevant in it. 
But P.G. Wodehouse is such a snappy writer that even at his silliest, 
he is still smart. It’s nice to revel in Wodehouse’s elevated wit Over¬ 
all, the main attraction is in Kern’s score, which is why I think a 
concert presentation is more appropriate than a full production.” 

Regarding the adjustments needed to revive this production, 
MacKellan explains, “We deleted some remarks that might appear 
racist to today’s audiences. I think it wasn’t meant to be hurtful; it 
was simply written in a different era. It’s like watching a sitcom like 
I Love Lucy, The world has changed. But back then, a young girl 
was taught to get married. There’s a female detective in this story, 
even though the story doesn’t delveinto it, But that’s not the point 
of this production. It has a very silly story, with people fighting for 
inheritance, a jewel thief, mistaken identity with twins, and ro¬ 
mance,” Get ready for a feel-good escape into a lost golden age. T

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Combination therapy brings with it 
a series of petty indignities. Sleep is 
missed. Plans are changed. You can’t 
even eat breakfast, lunch and dinner 
when you want to. 

Can something be done to help make 
dosing schedules convenient? 

We believe it can. We are Vertex 
Pharmaceuticals and we have created 
a new protease inhibitor.

At this time, 
it is not known whether taking 
Agenerase will slow the progress of 
HIV disease or help you live longer. 

We know side effects are a major 
concern for people taking protease 
inhibitors. In clinical trials Agenerase 
was generally well tolerated. But 
there were side effects associated 
with the drug. The most common side 
effects with Agenerase are nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a 
tingling sensation around the mouth. 
If these side effects occur, they are 
usually mild to moderate and tend to 
stop after a few weeks of treatment. 

You should know that high blood sugar, 
shifts in location of body fat, and a 
certain type of anemia have been seen 
in patients taking protease inhibitors, 
including Agenerase. Serious and/or 
life-threatening drug interactions and 
skin reactions have also been seen in 
patients taking Agenerase.

Please read this information before you start taking AGENERASE (pronounced ah-GEN-er-ase), and re-read it each time you 
receive your prescription, just in case something has changed. Remember that this information does not take the place of 
careful discussions with your doctor when you start this medication and at checkups. You should not change or stop your 
anti-HIV treatment without first talking with your doctor. You should tell your doctor about any drug you are taking or 
planning to take because taking AGENERASE with some medications can result in serious or life-threatening problems. 


What is AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE is a medication used to treat HIV infection. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS 
(acquired immune deficiency syndrome). AGENERASE is taken by mouth as a soft gel cap¬ 
sule or oral solution. It belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called protease inhibitors. 

How does AGENERASE work? 

AGENERASE is used only in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. When used in 
combination therapy, AGENERASE may help lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, 
raise CD4 (T) cell count, and keep your immune system as healthy as possible so that it 
can help fight infection. However, AGENERASE does not have these effects in all patients. 

What are the side effects of AGENERASE? 

Common side effects of AGENERASE are nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a tingling 
sensation around the mouth. Severe or life-threatening rash has been reported. 

Contact your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or rash. Your doctor may be 
able to help you manage these symptoms. Your doctor will advise you whether your symp¬ 
toms can be managed on therapy or whether AGENERASE should be stopped. 

This list of side effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss with you a 
more complete list of possible side effects with AGENERASE. Talk to your doctor promptly 
about any side effects you have. 

How should I take AGENERASE? 

Take AGENERASE exactly as your doctor prescribes it. The usual dosage for adults and 
adolescents (at least 13 years of age) is eight 150-mg soft gel capsules twice a day 
(morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

AGENERASE can be taken with or without food. However, you should not take AGENERASE 
with a high-fat meal because this could reduce the effectiveness of AGENERASE. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of AGENERASE? 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as possible, be very careful to 
take all of your medication exactly as your doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of AGENERASE by more than 4 hours, wait and take the next dose at 
the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of AGENERASE at any one time. 

When your supply of AGENERASE or other anti-HIV drugs starts to run low, arrange to get 
more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important that you take anti-HIV drugs as 
prescribed by your doctor because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one 
or more of the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

Can AGENERASE be taken with other medications? 

Protease inhibitors, including AGENERASE, may interact with other drugs, including those 
you take without a prescription. Before you take AGENERASE, tell your doctor about any 
drugs that you are taking or planning to take including non-prescription drugs. 

• You should not take any of the following medications with AGENERASE because 
serious or life-threatening problems could occur.* 

Halcion® (triazolam) Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) Versed® (midazolam) 

Ergot medications (Cafergot® and others) Vascor® (bepridil) 

• You should also not take rifampin with AGENERASE because this drug reduces the 
effectiveness of AGENERASE. Rifampin is also known as: Rifadin® Rifamate? Rifated 
and Rimactane? 


• If you use birth control pills, talk to your doctor about choosing a different type of contra¬ 
ceptive, since AGENERASE may reduce the effectiveness of some birth control pills. 

• Because AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution contain large amounts of vitamin E, 
you should not take additional vitamin E while taking AGENERASE. 

• Special considerations:* 

If you take AGENERASE with Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

If you take AGENERASE with Videx® (didanosine, ddl), take them at least 1 hour apart. 

If you take AGENERASE with antacids, take them at least 1 hour apart. 

Does AGENERASE cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

AGENERASE does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time we do not know if 
AGENERASE will help you live longer or have fewer of the medical problems (opportunistic 
infections) that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. Because of this, you must be 
sure to be seen regularly by your healthcare professional. 

Does AGENERASE reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No. AGENERASE, as well as other anti-HIV medications, has not been shown to reduce 
the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take AGENERASE? 

Do not take AGENERASE if you have had a serious allergic reaction to AGENERASE 
or any of its ingredients. If you have liver disease, your dosage of AGENERASE may 
have to be adjusted. 

If you are allergic to sulfa drugs, you should inform your doctor. 

Can children take AGENERASE? 

Children from 4 to 12 years of age can also take AGENERASE. Your doctor will tell you if 
the oral solution or capsule is best for your child. Your child’s doctor will decide the right 
dose based on your child’s weight and age. AGENERASE has not been studied in children 
under 4 years of age. 

Can pregnant women and nursing mothers take AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE has not been studied in pregnant women and the risk to the unborn child 
is not known. Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while 
taking AGENERASE. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV in the breast milk can 
infect the infant. 

What other medical conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking 
AGENERASE. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have hemophilia or problems with your liver. 

How should I store AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution? 

AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution should be stored at room temperature and 
should not be refrigerated. 

Other information: 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other 
condition or give it to anybody else. Keep AGENERASE and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. 

Ask a healthcare professional any questions you may have about AGENERASE. 


• Serious and/or life-threatening drug interactions can also occur if you take AGENERASE 
with any of the following drugs.* If you need to take any of these drugs, your doctor may 
closely monitor the amount of drug in your blood to minimize potential problems.

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Maupin hadn’t strayed very far 
from his conservative upbringing 
by the time he was a student at the 
University of North Carolina in 
the mid-1960s. He wrote columns 
decrying integration for the 
school newspaper, which now 
mortify him whenever they turn 
up. “Just this morning, a TV in¬ 
terviewer found something I 
wrote for the Daily Tarheel in 
1963. My reaction was, ‘Oh, my 
God. Did I say that? But look at 
how well I said it.’” 

After an abortive stab at law 
school, he enrolled in Naval Offi¬ 
cer Candidate School to please his 
father and reassure himself that he 
was a real man. But not even a 
stint in Vietnam had the effect that 
his 1971 arrival in San Francisco 
as an Associated Press reporter 
brought about. Here, the sexual 
stirrings he had tried to submerge 
could be released without shame. 

“That was the great liberator for 
me,” he said. “It was the amazing 
realization that I had demonized 
for most of my life something that 
was staggeringly simple and inno¬ 
cent. It had to be something mirac¬ 
ulous because of the way it made 
me feel about myself and others.” 

He exploded from the closet, 
and remains indignant when oth¬ 
ers in high places hide who they 
are. “I’m not a person who likes to 
rattle cages,” Maupin said, “but I 
don’t like going along with a system 
that says what I am is a stigma.” 

In San Francisco, of course, he 
is more celebrity than stigma. “But 
it’s a very enjoyable and manage¬ 
able level of fame,” Maupin said. “I 
have nice people come up to me on 
the street. And then there’s Trevor, 
when she’s doing her ‘Cruisin’ the 
Castro’ tours, who points me out to 
these smiling tourists from Hol¬ 
land and Germany when I’m buy¬ 
ing my porn tapes.” ▼

street without having someone 
tell me they’re on the fourth book 
and they can’t wait to find out 
what happens. So I have to regard 
it as a living entity.” 

After Terry 

Maupin has moved on with 
the novel Maybe the Moon, about 
a dwarf movie star, and is now 
putting the finishing touches on 
his latest novel, Night Listener, 
about a gay fiftysomething writer 
in San Francisco who is recently 
single. “There are heavy autobio¬ 
graphical elements,” he said, “but 
I hasten to add it is very much a 
novel because it takes off in a 
rather fantastic direction.” 

Maupin became single three 
years ago after his long relation¬ 
ship with Terry Anderson ended. 
“I think the process of breaking 
up after living together for 10 
years forced me to reexamine my¬ 
self, to become an individual 
again in a way that’s very healthy.

She does have great respect for 
the lyrics and telling the story. 
“Jazz singers never do the verses,” 
she accuses coyly. “Honey, I don’t 
scat, but my phrasing and timing 
are definitely jazz.” 

Plush choices 

The new album is a rewarding- 
ly eclectic mix of standard torch 
songs like a swinging version of 
Rodgers and Hart’s “Lover,” a 
wonderfully wistful “They Say It’s 
Wonderful,” a sultry “Witchcraft,” 
as well as some less obvious choic¬ 
es. Some were chosen from her 
last few Plush Room shows, West 
says, the sly Lieber and Stoller 
“Some Cats Know,” “Restless,” 
“Cow Cow Boogie,” Loesser and 
Lane’s richly romantic “Moments 
Like This,” and Cole Porter’s 
“Don’t Fence Me In.” 

Some songs work in a perfor¬ 
mance setting, but might not be 
appropriate for a recording. “They 
need to be listenable.” Much as she 
loves “A Woman’s Prerogative,” she 
says she won’t record the Johnny 
Mercer/Harold Arlen tune. She 
also tries for a mix of ballads, ro¬ 
mances, swing, light songs — 
“people like to laugh, too” — to 
establish a mood. She makes a 
point to vary the instrumentation. 

One of the album’s highlights 
is West’s rendition of the Antonio 
Carlos Jobim samba “Waters of 
March.” She confesses that she 
hadn’t learned the words when 
she recorded it, but she has now. 
“It’s the hardest song I ever had to 
learn the lyrics to. I just wish I 
could speak Portuguese.” 

For her first album, Temptation, 
she recorded 24 tracks from which 
she then selected 15. This time, she 
and musical director Muir record¬ 
ed only the 15 that they had cho¬ 
sen. “I wanted to create an album 
that people will leave in their five- 
disc changer and keep listening to. 

“In my opinion, both albums 
are suitable for lovemaking.” 

Local sheet music maven Bob 
Grimes, from the Music Depart¬ 
ment of the San Francisco Public 
Library, is the source of much of 
the music, and if all else fails, Muir 
does the charts, as he did for 
“Bread and Gravy,” the little- 
known Hoagy Carmichael song 
recorded in 1933 by Ethel Waters. 
West says she’s been looking for 
the music for “You Can Be Re¬ 
placed,” sung by Pearl Bailey. 

“It’s as good as it sounds,” she 
assures. She also sings a few hilar¬ 
iously cynical lyrics from an 


by Your Man” and “Mamas Don’t 
Let Your Babies Grow Up to be 
Cowboys,” for example — are dic¬ 
tated by specific references in the 
books. And of course there is 
“Cherchez la Femme,” the song 
that plays when Michael Mouse 
enters the jockey-shorts dance 
contest at the End Up bar, a scene 
that will be visually as well as mu¬ 
sically represented in the concert. 

Battling divas 

“There’s a place where Michael 
and his friend Ned are discussing 
why Michael broke up with his 
lover, and he says, ‘We were in an 
S&M relationship. He was into 
Streisand and I was into Midler.’ 
So there’s a battling Bette and 
Barbra number on stage where 
half the chorus sings Bette songs 
and the other half sings Barbra 
songs. It’s very funny, but the cli¬ 
max of the show is a musical ver¬ 
sion of Michael’s coming out let¬ 
ter to his parents.” 

When that letter appeared in 
the San Francisco Chronicle as part 
of Tales of the City, it served as a 
de facto coming out letter to 
Maupin’s own parents, who were 
following the series back home in 
North Carolina. His mother, who 
died in 1979, dealt with it better 
than his father, a military man- 
turned-lawyer proud of his Con¬ 
federate roots. “I really didn’t have 
a major breakthrough with him,” 
Maupin said, “until he saw me as a 
question on Jeopardy 


If you told me in the middle of 
the most painful part of it that I 
would learn and grow from this, I 
would have seen it as Pollyanna- 
ish platitudes, but I think those 
things have happened. And I feel 
closer to Terry than ever before.” 

Anderson’s framed portrait re¬ 
tains its position on Maupin’s 
desk on the top floor of his “tall 
cottage” in the hills above the 
UCSF Medical Center. “He’s still 
my business partner and my best 
friend,” said the author, who re¬ 
ports he is now dating someone 
from out of state. 

The life of a writer can be a 
solitary one — “utterly, complete¬ 
ly, and depressingly solitary,” he 
said. “Basically, I’m a very gregar¬ 
ious person.” He relishes collabo¬ 
rative projects “because there are 
so many people to interact with, a 
place to go everyday, and a little 
instant family that you can enjoy 
on a number of levels.” 

Music for Michael Mouse began 
as a project with the Seattle Men’s 
Chorus. “I was there last year to 
do one of my public readings, and 
the director asked me if I had ever

Demons and 
shapeshifters 


by Linnea Due 


Night Shade: Gothic Tales by 
Women, edited by Victoria A. 
Brownworth and Judith M. Red¬ 
ding; Seal Press, $14 95 

” ' K, I admit it — I’m proba¬ 
ll bly not the best person to 
'4 review Victoria Brown- 
worth and Judith Redding’s Night 
Shade. Before reading Brown- 
worth’s excellent introduction, I 
couldn’t have defined gothic fic¬ 
tion to save my soul — from a 
verbal taskmaster, a demon, or a 
horseman of death. Clearly my lit¬ 
erary tastes run in more pedestri¬ 
an directions, yet I truly enjoyed 
reading this collection of short 
stories. 

My pleasure started with the 
introduction. Brownworth links 
gothic fiction with ancient myths 
and parables of shapeshifting, and 
explores our past and present fas¬ 
cination with the hazy intersec¬ 
tion of worlds we’re told are im¬ 
penetrable, finite, fixed, or down¬ 
right fraudulent — life and death, 
ordinary reality and the supernat¬ 
ural, the natural world and the 
mystical. Brownworth notes both 
the restraining effect of organized 
religion and the way that humans 
manage to flow like water around 
beliefs intended to stem creativity 
and standardize or erase our con¬ 
nections with the natural and the 
supernatural. While church and 


state favor systems that assign 
everyone a role within a structure 
that does not alter in meaningful 
ways, such rigidity is at odds with 
human experience and spirituali¬ 
ty and with the natural world. 
Since the people most able to see 
these divergences are those cut off 
from the cream, it’s not surprising 
that gothic fiction, which changes 
the rules in wonderful ways, has 
long been the province of women. 

Redding and Brownworth 
have collected seventeen stories, 
all but one contemporary. The ex¬ 
ception, published in 1903 by 
Mary E. Wilkins-Freeman, is a riv¬ 
eting story of a woman who never 
does a lick of work as she sucks 
the life out of nearly everyone 
who comes in contact with her. 
The bio tells us that Wilkins-Free- 
man’s fiction focused on issues of 
class, poverty, and the decline of 
the milltowns in New England at 
the turn of the century. Sound fa¬ 
miliar? No wonder her story 
“Luella Miller” is so fresh and 
compelling today. 

All the contributors are pros in 
this uniformly well-written an¬ 
thology, though some authors are 
better known than others. 
Ruthann Robson does her usual 
marvelous job with “Keys” — any 
animal lover who’s visited a 
pound will want to shapeshift into 
the protagonist of this story. Bar¬ 
bara Wilson makes the most of 
the Irish Silkie legend, while Joyce 
Wagner pens a delicious story

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want to carry this big ugly chip on 
my shoulder forever, so doing the 
documentary was a way of find¬ 
ing out what happened to my 
mom and dad that made them 
into people who couldn’t stop 
working and enjoy the fruits of 
their labor.

Even so, when her oldest kids 
started getting into trouble, she 
realized she might be falling into 
the same traps. 

“I remember vividly in 1988 
talking to the school psychologist 
because the boys had been acting 
up repeatedly. And the guy said to 
me, ‘How much time do you ac¬ 
tually spend with your children?’ 
I nearly bit the man’s head off. ‘I 
have changed my entire life not to 
be like my parents. Don’t even ask 
me that.’ He said, ‘That’s great. 
But do you spend at least 15 min¬ 
utes alone with each kid every 
day?’ And I went, ‘Shit no, who 
does that?’And he said that’s what 


about the superficiality of appear¬ 
ances. Redding adds a murder 
mystery with a twist; Terri de la 
Pena bounces back and forth be¬ 
tween Santa Monica and Wood- 
lawn cemetery. We meet remark¬ 
ably flexible humans, dogs, hors¬ 
es, wolves, and cats; each tale is 
transformative in more ways than 
one, providing a good dose of rev¬ 
elation along with the entertain¬ 
ment. Of course, there was that 
creepy story I wish I hadn’t read. 
With the imagination and talent 
in Night Shade, you could hardly 
do better on a dark and stormy 
night. ▼ 


they need in order to feel worthy 
of love. It’s helped a lot, but by 
that point a lot of 15 minutes had 
gone by, so my kids have these lit¬ 
tle Band-Aids all over their 
brains. But I’m fighting the good 
fight here.” 

Arnaz cut way back on her ca¬ 
reer, but as her kids — now 14, 
15, and 18 — move closer to col¬ 
lege, she’s itching to get back into 
high gear. “I still look pretty 
good,” she said, “so I’ll be out 
there going for those parts.” 

Sister act 

Arnaz began acting at age 15 
when her mother cast her and 
brother Desi Jr. in Here's Lucy. She 
had a six-year run on the sitcom 
ending in 1974, and five years 
later she was starring on Broad¬ 
way in They’re Playing Our Song. 
The next year, she made her film 
debut in The Jazz Singer, scoring 
better reviews than Neil Diamond 
and even Laurence Olivier. “I was 
the only survivor,” she said with a 
laugh. 

But despite her success on 
Broadway and her valiant effort on 
screen, Arnaz wasn’t exactly bom¬ 
barded with offers. “Nothing came 
along,” she said. “I mean nothing.” 
She found a new career as a night¬ 
club performer, which proved to 
be a double-edged sword. 

“I said, ‘This is fabulous. This 
is saving me.’ But as far as the 
business was concerned, they did¬ 
n’t know where I went. But I’ve 
never been the kind of person 
who hires a manager to manipu¬ 
late a career for me. I have some 
pretty good things that come to 
me, and I just say yes or no. That’s 
been my path.” 

Theater tours became a staple, 
including visits to San Francisco 
in the musical My One and Only 
with Tommy Tune, the comedy

Social Security, and the drama 
Whose Life Is It Anyway ? She re¬ 
cently played Maria Callas in 
Master Class at a theater in New 
Hampshire.

Well, you do it because 
you’re an actor and it’s the best 
piece of meat you can chew on.

Lana Turner as a clotheshorse, 
Sandra Dee for the teenagers, and 
a storyline that emphasizes ambi¬ 
tion realized then punished, and 
lots of glamorous backgrounds, 
diamonds, and costume changes. 
But the story moves into very deep 
waters indeed with a racial subplot 
that gradually annihilates the 
main narrative. 

Turner is ruthless actress Lora 
Meredith; her subtly abused black 
maid/confidante is Annie (the 
glorious Juanita Moore), whose 
daughter Sarah Jane (the lumi¬ 
nous Susan Kohner) was born 
light enough to pass. The film 
spends much time lionizing and 
then subtly ridiculing Lora, but 
saves its major emotional ammo 
for Annie and Sarah Jane’s lethal 


tug-of-war. It’s easy to forget Lora 
and the world of white privilege 
when Sarah Jane is getting brutal¬ 
ly beaten in a back alley by a white 
boyfriend who finds out she’s 
black, or watching her subtly 
mouth “mama” to her dying 
mother when she can’t speak the 
word for fear of revealing who she 
is. Fans of the director and of 
melodrama in general will be 
thrilled by the movie’s rich at¬ 
mospherics — try counting the 
number of mirrors shown, and 
how they’re used — but Sirk’s al¬ 
leged subversion of his material 
doesn’t account for the film’s still 
dazzling emotional power, a fact 
not lost on audiences of the time, 
who made it Universal’s most 
popular film to that time.
